I earnestly hope that peace will again reign in the coming year, 
and that it will be a period of prosperity. I trust, also, that if 
difficulties arise we _ shall find ourselves possessed of the 


necessary determination and courage to meet and overcome them.

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HE end of a year is a time for contemplation, for 
retrospective examination of events of the past year 
and planning for the future. 


We find ourselves a year older—a year more experi- 
enced—a stage further along life’s track. We might 
hope also that we are wiser and have gained in under- 
standing and tolerance. 


The end of the year is naturally a time for inquiry. 


If we have expanded our spheres of usefulness and 
service, have progressed in our business affairs, have 
retained old friends and made new ones and, in so 
doing, have derived some happiness without loss of 
good name or reputation, we may face the end of the 
year with a sigh of satisfaction. 


The year was an exciting and crowded one. Technical 
and scientific research and development proceeded at an 
ever accelerating rate. Discovery after discovery put 
into the hands of men instruments of great usefulness 
and others which, if recklessly used, might destroy us. 


The world situation became more complex with the 
avalanche of discoveries and the unprecedented increase 
in populations. This has given rise to speculation about 
the future, and questions such as those asked by Malthus 
150 years ago are being asked again. 


What of the future? Who knows? Civilisations rise 
and fall, but an all-seeing Providence ever provides 
for the perpetuation of the race. 


In the narrowly confined sphere of pharmacy, which 
is our world, events of significance occurred. 


Most of us succeeded and enjoyed moderate pros- 
perity. On the near horizon there were threats which 
caused us some apprehension. In the possibility of 
extension of Government controls through changes in 
the National Health Services some members saw a threat 
to our established organisation and the structure of the 
profession. 


We watched the development of super-markets and 
self-service stores with some apprehension. 


They made inroads into fields of business in which 
pharmaceutical chemists operated. The effects of this 
comparatively new form of competition are not measur- 


able with any degree of precision. It could be sig- 
nificant. The organisations that represent pharmacy 
must be vigilant to guard against such threats. Phar- 
macy, however, has an effective weapon for use in self- 
defence. It is the development of personal service. The 
family chemist provides a service no other can give 
with equal effectiveness. His services can be regarded 
as almost indispensable, and so long as he functions 
honourably, honestly and efficiently nothing short of a 
major revolution in the economic and social structure 
can displace him as an essential unit in community 


service. 


In the year which is closing there are signs that under 
the stimulus of dynamic leadership by the official organi- 
sations pharmacy is successfully taking up the chal- 
lenge of changing conditions. 


Larger, brighter, better equipped, more efficient phar- 
macies are appearing; better merchandising methods are 
being employed; members are displaying more con- 
fidence, more independence, more originality in the con- 
duct of their businesses. These are all indications of 
progress. 


Perhaps the most noteworthy event of the year was 
the forward move towards better standards of pharma- 
ceutical education—standards unattainable without 
radical alterations of the system of education and 
training. 


For a quarter of a century we slumbered and dreamed 
of a new era in pharmaceutical education; but often 
inertia stood in the way of reform of outmoded systems 
which had become an anachronism. 


In some minds, however, thoughts were stirring. 
Ideas, amorphous and vague, began to take form and 
shape. As a consequence, in 1960 completely new and 
—for Australia—revolutionary systems of training and 
education in pharmacy will be introduced. 


Apprenticeship has been abandoned in Queensland, 
New South Wales, Victoria and Tasmania, and con- 
tinuous academic courses have been introduced. 


All this spells progress and augurs well for the 
future.

News of Pharmaceutical Events at Home and Abroad 


Guild Referendum Likely in January 


The Federal President of the Guild has announced 
that at a special meeting of the Guild Federal Council 
held in Sydney on December 13 Mr. Les Thompson and 
Mr. Keith Thomas reported progress made in discuss- 
ing with representatives of the Commonwealth Health 
Department the possible rates of payment to chemists 
for dispensing prescriptions under the extended scheme 
which the Federal Government hopes to introduce on 
March 1 next year. 

The aim has been to ensure that the income to phar- 
macy will not be reduced by extension of the area of 
National Health Act prescriptions, and the negotiators 
reached agreement on many points. Federal Council 
accepted the report and endorsed it, and the Federal 
President (Mr. Eric Scott) will now submit to the 
Minister for Health, Dr. D. Cameron, a claim for pay- 
ment at the suggested rates. When the Minister makes 
his final assessment of the rates of payment and asso- 
ciated conditions, Federal Council (as you have already 
been promised) will hold a referendum to obtain mem- 
bers’ views as to whether we should accept or reject 
the proposals. 

The lines along which the negotiators have reached 
agreement favour the existing mark-ups with a flat 
fee to cover dispensing plus Dangerous Drugs entries 
and Repeat Authorisations which could be 2/9 for ready 
prepared items and 5/- for extemporaneously prepared 
items, and we are seeking automatic variations with 
changes in wages boards awards. 

It is anticipated that there will be some adjustments 
on purchasing units, but it is known some States con- 
sider the rates most acceptable. 


The Cost of Medicines—How to Combat 
the Myth 


Parke, Davis president Harry J. Loynd told the 
National Association of Retail Druggists recently that 
the pharmacists of the nation should expand and im- 
prove the scope and quality of their services as a measure 
to offset public resentment caused by the ‘“misconcep- 
tion” about the high cost of medicines. Accelerated and 
broader public knowledge of medicine and medical care, 
coupled with the fact that “no one likes to buy drugs,” 
has made the cost of medicines the target of public 
and Government criticism, he said, adding that com- 
placency by druggists in not responding to these changes 
in public attitude could mean further Federal legisla- 
tion and further inroads into the pharmacists’ merchan- 
dise lines by supermarkets, door-to-door salesmen and 
other retail outlets. 


Mr. Loynd told ihe druggists that they must 
convince the public that it can obtain a preferable 
and better service in drug stores, and “emphasise the 
fact once again that in the majority of cases the pur- 
chase of drugs may be one of the biggest bargains 
of their lifetime.” He said that against 4.7 per cent. 
of disposable income spent 20 years ago for all types 
of medical care, only 4.6 cents of every dollar is spent 
today for much better medical care. During the same 
period the proportion of the medical care dollar spent 
for prescriptions has declined almost 5 cents—from 18.3 
cents in 1939 to 13.9 cents. 

Mr. Loynd advised that it be admitted that drugs 
cost too much, but at the same time pointed out that 
taxes are excessive, building costs are too high, some 
wages are too high, and many services are too high, 
and further stated that automobiles, cigarettes, gasoline 
and entertainment costs are excessive. When it pointed 
out that some of these are luxuries and that drugs are 
essential, then point out that foods—meat, potatoes, milk, 
bread—and many other essential things are too high. 
Concluded Mr. Loynd: 

“Let me remind you of a few established facts from 
the U.S. Department of Labor Consumer Price Index. 
Since 1945, the period during which penicillin, the 
sulfa drugs, Chloromycetin, polio vaccine and many 
other drugs which have revolutionised medical treat- 
ment were introduced, the cost of living has advanced 
approximately 60 per cent. The cost of food, among 
things essential to life, increased 74 per cent. But in 
this same period of major therapeutic advances, which 
have prolonged our life expectancies and reduced or 
prevented major illnesses, the cost of drugs and pre- 
scriptions has increased only 37 per cent.’”—‘“Drug and 
Cosmetic Industry.” 


Education and Pharmacy’s Need 


“Only the future can reveal the perspicacity of con- 
temporary judgments and decisions. Pharmacy, like 
other professions and disciplines, stands upon the frame 
of mind of those concerned and responsible for the ser- 
vice of the profession. The success of pharmacy is re- 
flected in attitudes, and attitudes are developed as a 
result of rational thinking versus emotional outbursts. 

“The buttress for pharmaceutical education will be 
substantial only if everyone concerned understands the 
need of the pharmacist. It must be agreed that educa- 
tional standards cannot and must not remain static. The 
approach to a safe and secure professional future lies 
in the study of contemporary problems and the adapta- 
tion of their solutions for future potential services.”— 
“American Professional Pharmacist.” 
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SUNSCREEN LIPSTICKS IN USE AT THE PETER 
MacCALLUM CLINIC

Of recent years there has developed considerable 
interest in the type of lipstick called “Sunscreen” lip- 
stick, designed to protect the lips from the effect of 
solar ultra-violet radiation. 


Amongst patients attending the Peter MacCallum 
Clinic are many who are troubled by the damage to 
the lower lip caused by exposure to sunlight. The 
epithelium is visibly atrophic and susceptible to fissure, 
shallow ulceration and peeling when exposed to further 
sunlight and drying winds. In some cases the sub- 
cutaneous tissues are thickened by chronic edema, a 
condition which may follow repeated episodes of sun- 
burn and infection. The edematous lip becomes 
everted, exposing mucous membrane to the drying 
atmosphere. More pronounced pre-malignant condi- 
tions such as leukoplakia or hyperkeratosis may be 
present, or such ag mee may be seen because they seek 
treatment for fully developed carcinoma. 


Aluminium Lipstick Mould 
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Since it is possible to recognise the chain of events 
leading up to cancer formation in this situation, it is 
natural that an attempt be made to prevent such a 
serious development. 


In cases where a severe degree of change (unstable 
epithelium, chronic lymphedema with everted, exposed 
lip) has occurred, excision and reconstruction of the 
vermilion border is necessary. 


With less severe changes, progress of the condition 
can be prevented and resolution of minor degrees of 
change achieved by the use of a protective coating. 
Similarly, when radiation has been used to cure an 
established cancer of the lip, exposure damage to the 
irradiated area and pathological progress in the nearby 
unstable epithelium can be prevented with use of a 
suitable local application. 


The pharmacy department of this clinic was asked to 
investigate the production of a suitable “sunscreen” lip- 
stick for supply to clinic patients. It was necessary that 
it should provide a protective barrier against ultra-violet 
radiation in the region between 2600 and 3400 Angstrom 
unit wave-length. The lipstick base to be used was 
required to be applicable without much friction or dis- 
comfort to sore lips. 

The latter problem was solved by the addition to the 
base of 3% of Isopropyl Myristate, a thixatropic agent.

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_A number of substances are available for use as ultra- 
violet barriers, including salol and esters of benzoic 
acid. Some of these are liable to cause skin reactions 
when used continuously and were consequently elimi- 
nated from our consideration. However, as each sub- 
stance showed a peak absorption in a different part of 
the U.V. spectrum, it was decided that a mixture of 
substances would produce the best result. 


Figure 1 shows the specific absorption curves in abso- 
lute alcohol of three possible ingredients for a medium 
U.V. absorbing mixture. It will be readily appreciated 
that methyl p-dimethyl aminobenzoate (MDMB) has 
extremely good characteristics for preventing sunburn, 
but there is virtually no absorption with decrease in 
waye length. At 2600A this is practically nil, but this 
is where nucleic acids absorb most strongly. In the 
case of salol we find rising absorption in this region, and 
weak absorption at about 3100 A; its other properties 
recommend it for inclusion. Our lipstick No. 1 con- 
tains only these two ingredients. 


The combination of these two substances, however, 
shows high U.V. transmission in the region of 2600- 
2800 A. The inclusion of another compound with maxi- 
mum absorption here would improve the characteristics 
of the mixture considerably. Butaform (Iso-butyl 
p-amino benzoic acid) with absorption maximum at 
2850 A would be very satisfactory, but this compound 
has been shown to cause skin reactions’, so it was not 
used. Ethyl aminobenzoate (benzocaine) with absorp- 
tion maximum at 2950 A was a compromise, as specific 
absorption is high over this region. Benzocaine is in 
the U.S.N.F. for this purpose. When benzocaine was 
added to our compound a satisfactory absorption curve 
was obtained. ultimate test is, however, whether 
the ingredients when incorporated into the base still 
have these desirable characteristics. The base used 
has negligible absorption over the region 4000-2600 A. 
Incorporation of the chemicals gave a homogeneous 
mixture which spread evenly and easily on silica plates, 
particularly when warmed to 37°. The spectral ab- 
sorption of these films is shown in Figure 11. With a

coating of 0.5 mg./cm.’, the shape of the peaks can be 
observed. At 2.6 mg./cm.’, the transmission curve 
shows less than 1% U.V. transmission from 3300 A- 
2300 A. By experiment it was found that two passages 
of the lipstick over the lip deposited a coating of about 
4.7 mg./cm.’, which was not objectionable and did not 
wear off easily. Thus this compounding gives a pre- 
paration which has all the desired features of blocking 
passage of U.V. rays from 3200-2700A. This is con- 
sidered to cover part of the suntan and all the sunburn 
and carcinogenic rays.

These preparations are mildly ptic and are not 
readily detectable in use. The stick should be used 
regularly and reapplied after food and drink. These 
sticks have been in use at the Peter MacCallum clinic 
for almost a year with complete satisfaction.

According to Dickinson-Blackmore (‘‘New Scientist’) 
the suntan region of the U.V. spectrum extends from 
3000-4100 A, whilst the sunburn maximum for solar 
radiation is at 3100A. Holmburger gives the U.V. 
carcinogenic region as 3400-2700 A. 

The apparatus used was a Unicam Quartz spectro- 
photometer SP 500, with hydrogen lamp, calibrated 
for wave length against mercury arc; silica cells were 
used throughout the experiments.

NINETEENTH CONGRESS OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
SCIENCES, ZURICH, SWITZERLAND 


The Pharmaceutical Chemist of the Future 


This congress was held in September last. - 

The President was Sir Hugh Linstead (Great Britain). 

The following are some passages from his presi- 
dential address: 

Sir Hugh said: “It was the duty of the president to 
remember always that there were two wings to phar- 
macy: the scientific and the professional. They were 
complementary one to the other. In medical science 
new knowledge was significant only when it was applied 
to the prevention, cure or relief of disease. On the 
other side, pharmacy had no justification for its exist- 
ence unless it was firmly based on scientific knowledge 
and methods. “In our Federation we try to maintain 
a balance between those two aspects of pharmacy.” 


Influence of Faculty Heads 


The heads of faculties of pharmacy had a great in- 
fluence over the development of the science of phar- 
macy. They decided what were the most fruitful fields 
for research and explored those fields with the help of 
their research teams. They also had a decisive influence 
over the development of the practice of pharmacy. By 
the orientation of their teaching they could determine 
the knowledge of young pharmacists and the direction 
in which they would employ their talents. In France— 
in Paris at least—the conduct of the biochemical and 
bacteriological laboratories in most of the large hos- 
pitals had been the responsibility of the chief pharma- 
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cist. By him or under his supervision pathological 
examinations involving biochemical or bacteriological 
processes were undertaken. The courses of training in 
the faculties were planned with that need in mind, and 
there were special facilities to enable the pharmacist 
after he had his diploma to perfect himself in the tech- 
niques. Training and practice marched in step. Sir 
Hugh said that in Britain an investigation was in pro- 
gress to discover the best methods of organising in 
hospitals all the processes of sterilisation—sterilisation 
of fluids for yr ape injection, of clothing and other 
material needed for surgical operations, of hypodermic 
needles. The answer to the question whose should be 
the responsibility—the pharmacist, the pathologist or 
the bacteriologist—would in part depend upon the 
training those specialists had received. 

Many similar fields of scientific work ran parallel 
with or overlapped the pharmaceutical. There was the 
determination of the physiological activity of newly 
discovered chemical substances, the preparation of sera. 
vaccine and other biological preparations, a great part 
of toxicology, some aspects of food chemistry. Those 
who prepared the syllabuses for pharmaceutical stu- 
dents had it in their power to orient them towards those 
techniques, or deliberately to abandon them for other 
professions to undertake. 

It was not for him to say which of those fields were 
incontestably pharmaceutical. The answer would not 
be the same in every country. It would vary with 
the history of pharmacy in each country and with the 
aspirations of the pharmacists and of the members of 
other professions in each country. But in many coun- 
tries the answer would depend upon whether or not 
the pharmaceutical body was trained and equipped to 
undertake some or all of the activities. That was some- 
thing within the control of pharmacy itself, or at least 
within the control of the professors in the faculties of 
pharmacy. 

Sir Hugh said he had many times taken part in 
commissions that had reviewed the syllabuses for the 
training of pharmaceutical students. Generally the 
president of the first meeting set before the commission 
three objectives: to reduce the burden on the student; 
to take out all out-of-date material; to bring in the 
latest discoveries. That was usually accepted with en- 
thusiasm. Each professor then proposed deletions from 
the syllabus of his colleagues, and stoutly defended 
the enlargement of the syllabus of his own subject. The 
Commission finally reached agreement by proposing an 
extension of the course by six months. But there was 
one question which such a commission should put at 
the head of its scheme of work. That was “what sort 
of knowledge will be needed by our students when 
they come to practice their profession in ten, twenty, 
thirty years time? In other words: what sort of phar- 
macists do we want to produce?” 

The answer to that question must be at the root of the 
planning of every course of training. The answer 
could have a profound influence upon the development 
of pharmacy as a profession in each country. It had 
an effect far beyond national boundaries. As the uni- 
fication of Europe developed on the basis founded by 
the treaty of Rome, pharmaceutical frontiers would 
disappear one by one (or even six at a time). In Europe 
the development of pharmaceutical education would 
become—indeed had already become—an international 
and not merely a national question. 

Most of those present were aware of the importance 
to pharmacy in every country of the answer to the 
question “What sort of pharmacist do we want to pro- 
duce?” He hoped that all members of the Federation 
would realise how well placed they were to examine 
such a question. “For we have our two wings—the 
practising pharmacists in every branch of our pro- 
fession to say in particular what is the kind of pharma- 
cist likely to be needed during the next thirty or forty 
years; and we have you, our teachers, to advise us how 
such a man can be produced. ”__Chemist and Druggist, 
September 12, 1959. 


“THE PROPER STUDY OF MANKIND IS MAN” 
By Sir James Gray, F.R.S. 


An abbreviated version of the Presidential Address, 
British Association for the Advancement of Science, 
York Meeting. This was broadcast by the B.B.C. in 
its Home eereice and published in The Listener, Sep- 
tember 3, 195 

Sir James Bis is Professor of Zoology. Cambridge 
University. 


In approaching the problems of society from a scien- 
tific point of view we have to remember that the 
factors which control human behaviour are not, as yet, 
amenable to the laws of physics and chemistry; we 
have to rely on the less precise, but by no means less 
important, principles to be derived from the world of 
living organisms. The link between the humanities and 
science lies in biology. 

Man’s position in the world of nature is brought most 
sharply into focus by the concept of natural evolution. 
Cosmic, biological, and human evolution can be regarded 
as phases in a continuous natural process, and from 
this point of view astronomy, geology, biology, archae- 
ology, and history form a continuous spectrum of know- 
ledge. To pass from a primeval nebula to a modern 
man without any sudden break in continuity of thought 
gives a feeling of intellectual tidiness, but apart from 
this it helps us to visualise Man against the background 
of his past and to see him as nature’s supreme master- 
piece. Man is the only organism that has developed 
the symbolisms of speech and writing and so is the 
only organism that can hand on the fruits of acquired 
learning from one generation to another. To a large 
extent the fate of an animal species depends on the 
extent to which it can adapt itself to an environment 
over which it has little or no direct control. By learning 
to modify or change his surroundings Man has become 
—or can become—the master of his environment and 
so can direct the course of his own evolution. 

One of the first attempts to subject social problems 
to biological analysis was made by Malthus in 1789 
when he forecast the fate of a nation whose rate of 
increase was greater than that of the resources of its 
environment. Apart from its evolutionary significance 
there can be no doubt about the validity of his main 
argument. In some parts of the world the density of 
population is far higher than can be adequately sus- 
tained by the environment. We can shrug our biological 
shoulders and say that different races of men live in 
different environments and are, therefore, subjected to 
different intensities of struggle: and it would be pleasant 
if we could be certain that it is always the fittest that 
survive. But we cannot salve our consciences as easily, 
nor shall we ourselves esecape for so very long from 
environmental pressure. Our own population may re- 
main relatively stable but our environment expands 
with almost every new scientific discovery, and the 
greater the overlap of the environments of different 
nations, the fiercer is the competition. Man will have 
to discipline himself to the fact that his environment 
is now world-wide and must realise that there will 
always be potential danger until individual nations 
begin to think in terms of the welfare of humanity 
as a whole. The writing on the wall is clear: if Man 
behaves like an animal and allows his population to 
increase while each nation steadily increases the com- 
plexity and range of its environment, nature will take 
her course and the Law of the Jungle will prevail. 

To see this law in action, it is useful to remember 
that nature has made two great experiments in the 
design of social animals. The first was carried out in 
Mesozoic times, and the results are represented today 
by the social insects, notably the ants. Ant societies 
are in all cases organised on a straightforward totali- 
tarian basis. The contribution made by each individual 
ant towards the welfare of the community is determined 
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from the time of birth; and in the insect world there 
is no place for small peaceful communities unless they 
can isolate themselves effectively from larger and more 
powerful neighbours; nor is there any lasting peace 
between large aggressive communities. This is the Law 
of the Jungle. 


The Human Experiment 


Having designed the ants, Nature waited for about 
150,000,000 years before embarking on her second or 
human experiment. She waited, in fact, until it could 
be carried out with a species in which an individual’s 
contribution to society was no longer based on inherited 
structural characters but on the power of intercom- 
munication with other individuals. Unlike the ants, 
different races of men can interbreed, and they can—if 
they wish—come to mutual agreement about the distri- 
bution of world resources between different nations. To 
follow the ants would eventually lead to a world state 
with uniformity of social pattern and material interests; 
the alternative policy involves territorial limitations and 
economic agreements; but both of these, as we know 
only too well, involve great practical difficulties. All 
the same, men really ought to be able to do something 
better than ants. 


The second basis of comparison between Man and 
animals concerns the factors that control his behaviour. 
Here, attention can be focused on two problems: the 
extent to which animals can be taught to modify their 
behaviour by extraneous instruction and the extent to 
which they can learn for themselves. In order to teach 
an animal to profit from a course of instruction it is 
necessary to conform with the five basic principles 
involved in human education. On the other hand, there 
is little evidence that experience gained during a course 
of instruction can be readily applied by the animal 
itself to the solution of a problem of a somewhat diffe- 
rent nature. An animal’s own approach to a problem 
is largely one of random exploration. How far animals 
display evidence of the higher levels of mental analysis 
associated with “intelligence” in human beings is not 
too clear, but when judged by human standards the 
1.Q.s of all animals, including apes, are undoubtedly 
low; but it may be that we are not setting them exactly 
the right type of examination. It might be argued that 
a relative test of the brains of the ape and of Man as 
computing instruments should be conducted on the basis 
that neither pupil nor teacher should be allowed to 
speak, read, or write; the gap between animals and men 
might narrow appreciably. 


Gregarious Habit 


The third, and perhaps the most important, biological 
aspect of human behaviour concerns the gregarious 
habit. The distribution of this habit among vertebrate 
animals is curiously unrelated to their evolutionary 
history. It is well marked in certain species of fish, 
birds and mammals, but absent in others. The resultant 
grouping establishes the herd as a unit which responds 
as a whole to an external stimulus applied to one or 
at most a few individuals. The response is most clearly 
defined when the stimulus evokes an emotional reaction 
of fear or anger in the individuals directly concerned, 
and one of the most distinetive features of herd beha- 
viour is the speed at which these emotions spread 
throughout the community. The majority of the herd 
subjugate their own individual reactions to others, 
which ensure greater security from predators or greater 
certainty of obtaining food. 


During the first world war these principles were 
applied to the analysis of human behaviour by Wilfred 
Trotter. How far psychologists have developed or re- 
jected his suggestions I do not know, but there can be 
little doubt that they opened up a useful biological 
approach to sociology. What I wish to stress is that 


the phenomena of mass psychology in Man, like other 
aspects of his behaviour, have their roots far down in 
his evolutionary history. 


This is perhaps as far as a zoologist ought to go in 
trying to view Mankind through biological spectacles. 
I have tried to show that the broad principles that 
relate the size of human populations to the resources 
of their environments, and those that govern an indi- 
vidual’s ability to learn from previous experience and 
so adapt himself to his environment, are qualitatively 
similar to those that apply to animals. On the other 
hand, Man is—as I have said—unique, in that he is 
(or can be) the master and not the slave of his environ- 
ment, and the later story of his evolution can be told 
in terms of economic and social history. 


In suggesting further points at which biological prin- 
ciples seem to be applicable to the evolution of human 
society, a zoologist can look towards archaeology and 
anthropology. At an early stage a new and important 
integrating factor seems to have come into each action 
when natural phenomena became linked with mystical 
concepts: fear of isolation or reprisals from fellow-men 
being reinforced by fear of a superhuman agency, and 
a sense of greater security inspired by reliance on 
supernatural support. It may be argued that such 
things lie outside the orbit of the British Association, 
but if science is to be of direct cultural significance it 
cannot shut itself off from one of the main factors that 
have influenced men’s attitude to social problems. 
recent issue of the scientific journal Nature contained 
a leading article on the proceedings of the last Lambeth 
Conference; against such a background the sciences and 
the humanities ought to be able to find something in 
common. 


Education the Key 


It is easy to say that science should be welded to 
the humanities but much less easy to suggest how this 
should be done. The key to the problem, I believe, lies 
in the schools. If we are to pay more than lip service 
to raising the general intellectual standards of the com- 
munity, we must recognise that urgent need for good 
all-round practitioners in the art of education. A 
benevolent dictator would make school-teaching the 
most highly respected and most highly paid of all pro- 
fessions and the Minister of Education the most im- 
portant of all officers of government. 


Our present system of education tends to sacrifice 
the interests of the majority to satisfy the demand for 
a relatively small number of specialists. To some ex- 
tent this is inevitable, but if carried too far it is dan- 
gerous. To alter this situation would involve far-reach- 
ing reorganisation of both schools and universities. In 
the meantime the University College of North Stafford- 
shire is leading the way by insisting that all its students 
should devote the whole of their first year to a wide 
survey of knowledge before proceeding to three further 
years of specialist training. On the other hand, it may 
be that “general education” is to be condemned as a 
smattering of everything and a knowledge of nothing; 
if so, it is high time that we stopped talking about the 
broad cultural value of science and contented ourselves 
with doing what we can to widen the interests of 
scientists during or after their technical training. One 
thing is certain, science can hope to play its full educa- 
tional role only if used at a very early stage, as a means 
of encouraging a dispassionate but optimistic attitude 
towards all aspects of human affairs. To move from 
national traditions and aspirations to others based on 
international welfare may prove less painful if we are 
prepared to look on Man and all his problems as a 
phase in the evolution of the universe and if we have 
the courage to believe and teach that he can control 
his own evolution and destiny. 
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MEDICAL ASPECTS OF COMPLEX 
CARBOHYDRATES 


This year the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science held its meeting at York. 


Professor M. Stacey was President’ of Section B 
(Chemistry). He chose for his presidential address 
“Medical Aspects of Carbohydrates.” A summary of 
= address was given in Nature, September 5, 1959, as 
ollows:— 


“Carbohydrates play an essential part in the vital 
processes of all living cells. Their simplest forms, the 
monosaccharides, are synthesised from carbon dioxide 
and water in the leaves of living plants by the agency 
of sunlight and chlorophyll. The chemistry of these 
photosynthetic processes, including sugar _inter- 
conversions, phosphate transfer and the enzymes in- 
volved therein, is now being worked out. Likewise, 
the mechanisms of the build-up and break-down of 
the complex carbohydrates, the polysaccharides, is now 
well established. 


Microbial and animal cells, devoid of photo-synthetic 
pigments, must use the simple sugars as material and 
energy sources for their own metabolic cycles. The 
proper carrying out of these cycles is necessary for the 
healthy condition of every living cell, and in the ani- 
mal the blood sugar (glucose) balance must always be 
maintained. For the growth and reproduction of cells 
and tissue, complex polysaccharides must be built up, 
for example, to form cell membranes, structure and 
storage material and colloidal fluids, while the pentose 
sugars form part of the genes and chromosomes. 


Some of the important processes in which both simple 
and complex carbohydrates are involved are discussed 
by Professor Stacey. 


(a) General Metabolic Processes. These involve 
digestion of foods and the absorption of glucose and 
other sugars; they involve the metabolic cycles and the 
function of enzymes concerned with them. They con- 
cern the synthesis and breakdown of glycogen, the 
conversion of sugar to fat, the biochemistry of muscle 
action, formation of milk, etc. The hormones insulin 
and epinephrine are involved in glycolysis. The great 
medical value of insulin in controlling diabetic con- 
ditions is well known.. In this field synthetic substances 
for use in diabetes are being actively studied. 


(b) Detoxication Mechanisms. Frequently the body 
needs to get rid of excess toxic substances such as 
drugs, and it can do this by oxidation processes, coup- 
ling up with the sugar acid D-glucoronic acid and then 
excreting the complex. D-Glucoronic acid is an im- 
portant tissue component. 


(c) Structural Components of the Body. It is with 
these substances that we can expect to see great ad- 
vances in the future, for complex carbohydrates such 
as mucoproteins and mucopolysaccharides form a large 
known part of components such as bone and cartilage tis- 
sue, cell membranes, connective tissue, skin and its 
ground substances, joint fluids, synovial fluid, eye tissues 
and fluids, gastric and intestinal mucosa, etc. 


These complex polysaccharides have as their building 
units nitrogen-containing or “amino” sugars, hexuronic 
acids and hexoses, and often, too, acetyl and sulphate 
residues are present. Associated with the carbohydrate 
protein complexes is a novel group of “nine-carbon” 
sugars, the nonulosaminic acids, known as sialic and 
neuraminic acids. Detailed work of the chemistry and 
biological importance of these acids is not yet well 
advanced. Generally, the muco-polysaccharides are 
concerned with movement of parts of the animal body, 
and thus are important in conditions of arthritis, rheu- 
matism, etc., and with general ageing processes. 


(d) Blood Components. Many components of blood 
contain complex carbohydrates; the red cell surface 


contains mucoproteins, white cells contain a wide range 
of muco-substances. 


Furthermore, many tissues and fluids of the body, 
such as gastric mucosa, saliva, etc., contain the so- 
called blood-group factors, which are polysaccharide- 
amino-acid complexes. One of the most important 
medical developments has been with the blood plasma 
substitutes, where the bacterial polysaccharide dextran 
has become established as an excellent expander of 
blood volume. The clotting of blood in the body is 
inhibited by heparin, a complex polysaccharide sul- 
phate, the action of which can be initiated by other 
polysaccharide sulphates. 


(e) In many other directions carbohydrates are be- 
coming of increasing importance. In the antibiotic 
field, streptomycin is an important complex carbo- 
hydrate, while many others, such as puromycin, magna- 
mycin and kanamycin contain amino-sugars. 

In disease-producing agents, the complex surface 
carbohydrates play a significant part in immunity 
studies, and there is a close relationship between carbo- 
hydrate structure and immunological specificity. Pyro- 
gens or ee agents from bacteria are also 
carbohydrates. Muco-substances and the enzymes which 
destroy them are important in fertilisation processes, but 
little is known at present about the carbohydrates of 
eggs. 

A new branch of carbohydrate chemistry is develop- 
ing in the virus field, and the necrosis of some tumours 
yd bacterial polysaccharides has yet to be studied in 

etail.” 


WORLD-WIDE SEARCH FOR MEDICINAL PLANTS 


The past few years have seen a phenomenal growth 
of interest on the part of pharmaceutical firms in the 
possibilities of deriving new medicinal substances from 
plants. According to a recent survey by the Wall Street 
Journal, it is estimated that sales of plant-produced 
drugs will rise this year to over $250 million, 13 = 
cent of the total expected drug sales volume, and five 
times greater than the $50 million volume of just a 
decade ago. It is little wonder, therefore, that “drug 
companies today literally are scrambling all over the 
globe” searching for plants that might yield new, more 
potent medicinal compounds.. Expenditure on medici- 
nal plant research this year is expected to exceed $5 
million, a sum which, although only a small fraction of 
the $190 million budgeted by the drug companies this 
year for research, is double the outlay of two years ago. 
Most U.S. pharmaceutical firms now employ plant 
hunters, but specimens are also obtained from mission- 
aries, subsidised botanical expenditions, and from the 
companies’ representatives. Current investigations in- 
clude the possible use in cancer of coconut milk and 
yucca plant extracts, continuing work on yam-produced 
diosgenin, and studies on the effects of gibberellic acid 
treatment on the alkaloid content of plants—“Pharm J.,” 
July 11, 1959. 


NEW PENICILLIN INTRODUCED 


A new oral penicillin was announced in London on 
October 26, 1959, by Mr. H. G. Lazell, chairman of the 
Beecham Group Ltd. and Beecham Research Labora- 
tories. He said its effectiveness is twice as great as that 
of penicillin V, the type now generally administered by 
mouth, and that it gives blood levels superior to those 
which follow intramuscular injections of Penicillin G, 
the type used in injections.

DIGOXIN INJECTION. NEW OFFICIAL STRENGTH 


A list of amendments to the B.P., dated June, 1959, 
contains an important change in digoxin injection. The 
official injection is now five times its former strength, 
and the dose is correspondingly reduced. 


Digoxin injection used to be prepared immediately 
before use by making a one-in-ten aqueous dilution of 
a 0.05 per cent. solution of digoxin in 70 per cent. 
alcohol. The new injection does not require dilution 
before use, and consists of a 0.025 per cent. solution of 
digoxin in 40 per cent. propylene glycol with 10 per cent. 
alcohol buffered to pH7 with a mixture of citric acid 
and sodium phosphate. The method of sterilisation is 
heating in an autoclave. The new injection should be 
protected from light during storage. 

The new dose statement reads: “For rapid digitalisa- 
tion, intramuscular or slow intravenous injection, 
2 to 4 ml.” 


POLIOMYELITIS VACCINE AND IMMUNITY 


Viruses and Electron Microscopy 


The techniques involved in assessing the immunity 
conferred by injections of poliomyelitis vaccine were 
demonstrated by Dr. D. G. Evans and Dr. F. T. Perkins, 
of the National Institute of Medical Research, at a 
Royal Society conversazione in London recently. One 
of the main purposes of the exhibit was to show the 
results obtained in vaccinated subjects of different age 
groups. It was demonstrated, for example, that: (a) 
the primary response to vaccine of infants with a high 
level of placentally-transmitted antibody (maternal anti- 
body) is inhibited or blocked and the booster response 
is poor; (b) children or adults with no antibodies tc 
poliomyelitis (i.e., non-immune) give a satisfactory re- 
sponse both to primary and booster inoculations, and 
(c) children or adults who have experienced a sub- 
clinical infection of poliomyelitis and thus have natur- 
ally occurring antibodies to poliomyelitis give an excep- 
tionally high response to all injections. Another exhibit 
of particular interest showed how investigations into 
the structure of viruses are being aided by new tech- 
niques in electron microscopy (Medical Research Unit 
for Molecular Biology and Electron Microscope Group, 
Cavendish Laboratory, Cambridge). By means of a 
negative staining technique it was demonstrated that 
the T even-numbered bacteriophage consists of a hexa- 
gonal head enclosing the deoxyribonucleic acid of the 
virus and a tail which is built of four substructures: 
a hollow core, a tail sheath which is contractile and 


which surrounds the core, a hexagonal plate, and six 
V-shaped tail fibres which are attached to pins on the 
six apices of the plate. These structures as well as their 
organisation in the intact particle were demonstrated 
by electron micrographs. Other electron micrographs 
showing the changes in the structure of the phage 
particle on attachment to bacterial hosts make it pos- 
sible to reconstruct the mechanism of injection of the 
— acid into the cell._—Pharm. J., May 30, 


BEPHENIUM HYDROXYNAPHTHOATE IN THE 
TREATMENT OF HOOKWORM 


L. G. Goodwin, L. G. Jayewardede and O. D. Standen. 
(Brit. Med. J., 1958, 2, 1572.) 


Bephenium 
nium) was compared with tetrachlorethylene in the 
treatment of 284 cases of hookworm infection in Ceylon. 
Of the three salts employed—bromide, embonate and 
hydroxynaphthoate—the hydroxynaphthoate was se- 
lected as the most suitable, administered as tablets or 
as a sweetened and flavoured suspension in water. The 
drug has a bitter taste, but was accepted by both adults 
and children. A single dose of 2 or 3 g, of base (1.73 g. 
of hydroxynaphthoate equals 1 g. of bephenium base), 
or multiple doses given on successive days or three 
times on the same day, compared favourably in effec- 
tiveness with tetrachlorethylene. The bephenium was 
given early in the morning on an empty stomach, and 
no food allowed for two hours; if given in three doses 
on one day, the second and third doses were spaced 
between meals. No purge was given after the dose. 
Bephenium hydroxynaphthoate was found particularly 
suitable for the treatment of patients with advanced 
anaemia, diarrhoea, and heavy hookworm infections 
because of its low toxicity, even with large doses, and 
because no purge is necessary. In view of its bitter 
flavour, however, it is desirable to withhold the treat- 
ment from patients with severe vomiting and dehydra- 
tion until the fluid balance has been restored by intra- 
venous infusion. Bephenium hydroxynaphthoate was 
also effective against roundworm, which was present 
as a concurrent infection in 85 of the patients treated 
with this drug; tetrachlorethylene was _ ineffective 
against roundworm in 16 patients treated—J. Pharm. 
Pharmacol., 9, 1959, 570. 


CONTINUOUS SOLVENT EXTRACTION PROCESS 
FOR LACTIC ACID PURIFICATION 


(Abstract from “Chemistry and Industry,” Oct., 1959) 


After three years of extensive research, one of the 
world’s first all-glass, continuous solvent extraction and 
purification plants for lactic acid production has been 
developed by Bowmans Chemicals Ltd., Moss Bank, 
Widnes (England). 


In the process a suspension of starch is hydrolysed 
with sulphuric acid, the solution neutralised with lime- 
stone and filtered, and the resulting solution inoculated 
with a culture of lactic acid producing bacteria, and 
allowed to ferment for five days at 50°C. 


After boiling with lime, the acid is liberated from 
the calcium lactate by acidification with sulphuric acid, 
the calcium sulphate filtered off, and the diluted lactic 
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acid solution is decolourised in activated carbon 
columns. 


Purification is by percolation through iron-exchange 
resins, and initial concentration by evaporation under 
vacuum. 


To extract the product, counter-current with iso- 
propyl ether is employed, and the enriched solvent is 
then re-extracted in counter-current with distilled water 
—the stripped solvent being recirculated to the system. 


_ The pure aqueous extract is given a final decolorisa- 
tion and ion-exchange treatment, and is then ready for 
sale or for further evaporation to the strongest grade. 


The plant overall yield of lactic acid is 80-85% 
theory, and with the process eliminating a number of 
crystallisation stages, it is hoped this will lead to cheaper 
and more abundant supplies of lactic acid, which in 
re te lead to an extension of its use in industry.— 


THE PROBLEMS OF PHARMACY 


At the recent Bournemouth meeting of The British 
Pharmaceutical Conference the toast of “The Confer- 
ence” was oe erg by Professor Sir Charles Dodds 
(Courtauld Institute of Biochemistry). 


Sir Charles said “he had been very impressed with 
the breadth and the extent of the problems that the 
Conference had been discussing. To him the pharma- 
ceutical industry had always been most fascinating. 
He had been close to it all his life, and it interested 
him perhaps more than any other industry. He thought 
that the difficulties and complications that faced them 
were very little understood, particularly by “certain 
more official bodies’—he would not go farther than 
that. One of the most interesting points about the 
pharmaceutical industry was that it was the only one 
that had changed out of all recognition during the past 
hundred years. Finally, he wished to pay a tribute 
to the British pharmaceutical industry for the wonder- 
ful way in which it had brought out its scientific 
discoveries from the laboratories and put them on the 
market much more quickly than any other country in 
the world. It was very greatly to their credit. He 
would add that one of the faults of the British industry 
was that it did not sufficiently explain to the public 
what it had done. If the British public knew what it 
really owed to the country’s pharmaceutical industry, 
the industry would probably fare better—Pharm J., 
October 3, 1959. 


INSECT VERSUS MAN 


World Health Organisation Review 


Insect resistance to DDT and other modern insecti- 
cides seriously complicates the fight against malaria, 
typhus and other diseases transmitted by insects. So 
far, 50 species of insects—including flies, mosquitoes, 
roaches, bed-bugs, lice and ticks—are reported as being 
resistant in various parts of the world to one or more 
of the new insecticides. The world situation of insects 
dangerous to man’s health has recently been reviewed 
by an expert committee of the World Health Organisa- 
tion. The meeting was the culmination of two years 
of research. Tests of mosquito resistance that were 
developed through the efforts of the Committee are 
being applied in many parts of the world, with the re- 


sult that W.H.O. has today a reasonably complete pic- 
ture of “which malaria mosquitoes where, are how re- 
sistant to what insecticide.” This knowledge is vital 
to the success of the world eradication of malaria 
undertaken by W.H.O. Tests for resistance in other 
insects, including bed-bugs and fleas, were defined at the 
present session. The Committee is also making detailed 
recommendations on insect contro] methods in the light 
of the latest insecticide research and field experience. 
The recommendations cover not only mosquitoes but 
other insects of public-health importance, as well as 
pests such as rats, mice and scorpions. Campaigns 
against scorpions have been undertaken, notably in 
Brazil. The*2xperts have concentrated on two kinds 
of resistance: physiological resistance, by which popu- 
lations of insects over a number of generations acquire 
increased tolerance for the insecticide, and behaviour- 
istic resistance, by which insect populations change 
their habits so as to avoid contact with the insecticide. 
Both kinds of resistance are hereditary. Irritability of 
mosquitoes when resting on surfaces sprayed with, for 
example, DDT is one of the points on which the com- 
mittee is now arranging further investigations: the 
time mosquitoes spend between alighting and flying 
off again may in successive generations become shorter 
and permit the insects to survive; mosquitoes that are 
not irritated sufficiently by the poison absorb a lethal 
dose and die, while others go on breeding.—Pharm J., 
October 17, 1959. 


MALARIA ERADICATION 


A report of the World Health Organisation estimates 
that the total cost of eradicating malaria from the 
entire world will be $1700 million. In most countries 
the operations will take eight years; in others a few 
years longer, and in some (the Soviet Union, for 
example) less than two years. Great haste is called 
for, because already ten, and possibly thirteen, of the 
mosquito species that carry malaria are showing re- 
sistance to insecticide spraying. 


USE OF GREY WOOL IN HOSPITALS 


In Great Britain hospital authorities have been in- 
formed that tetanus organisms may be present in un- 
bleached cotton wool (grey wool) and advised about 
precautions which should be taken. Unbleached cotton 
wool is used in hospitals for the padding of splints 
and other purposes, which means that it may be brought 
into operating theatres and other parts of the hospital 
where sterile dressings are kept or used. There may 
thus be a possibility of contamination of such dressings 
or even of direct infection of wounds. While satisfac- 
tory sterilising processes and rigid aseptic technique 
would minimise the possibility of harm, there is always 
a risk that spores brought in with unbleached cotton 
wool could contaminate dressings or wounds and be 
dangerous to the patient. It is therefore recommended 
that hospital authorities should in future avoid the use. 
of unbleached cotton wool which has not been satis- 
factorily sterilised, for any purpose which might take. 
it into areas of the hospital where dressings (or other 
articles which are normally required to be sterilised 
before use) may be used, stored or processed. Even 
bleached cotton wool has been found in the past to 
contain tetanus spores, and only wool sterilised satisfac- 
torily can be regarded as entirely safe in wound dress- 
ings.—Pharm. J., May 30, 1959.

Treatment of Some Important 
Baby Pig Diseases 


(With acknowledgments to “Pharmacy International’) 


_ James J. Finson, one of this country’s leading authori- 

ties and writers on animal diseases and their cures, 
notes in the “North Western Druggist” that swine 
diseases represent one of the largest economic losses 
to farmers in the United States. This loss occurs not 
only as a result of animal death, but also of ineffective 
feed utilization and failure of the animal to reach 
market “condition.” 


Recent work at the University of Nebraska, he says, 
points this up rather conclusively. This work indicates 
that pigs at weaning age of fifty-six days could average 
forty-five pounds without any supplementation or feed 
additive, whereas pigs affected with virus pig pneu- 
monia and astrophic rhinitis would average ten to fifteen 
pounds lighter. 


“Hypoglycemia,” says Mr. Finson, “will be one of the 
first diseases to be encountered. The baby pig fails 
either to get enough milk from his mother, or the milk 
that he gets is so affected by mastitis in the sow that 
the sugar levels in the little pig are inadequate. This 
is manifested by a trembling, muscular weakness which 
appears as though the little pig is chilled. This con- 
dition can be treated by an administration intraperito- 
neally of 10 c.c. of 5 per cent. dextrose, then placing 
the animal on a milk substitute. 


“Baby pig anaemia,” he says, “is another nutritional 
disturbance that is becoming more important as swine 
producers endeavour to push their pigs to market. This 
disease starts early after a pig is born and progresses 
for 14 to 21 days, at which time the pigs appear plump, 
pale, and develop thumps. 


“The prevention is to administer 2 c.c. of iron dextran 
intramuscularly at one to five days of age. 


Nebraska workers indicate that disease-free pigs do 
not need any additional iron other than that which is 
obtained in a balanced ration, but those pigs that are 
raised under ordinary farm conditions have body sys- 
tems so stressed by germs that the pig’s body cannot 
utilise the food iron adequately and, therefore, it is 
necessary to give it by injection. 


“Marginal anaemias appear to be one of the great 
stresses that cause pigs to gain slowly and fail to make 
the maximum response to vaccination. 


“The little pig, or one of his litter mates, may develop 
diarrhoea (scouring) as a result of germs picked up 
from mastitis milk, from germs picked up from the 
ground, or udder contamination. 


“Colibacillosis, a bacterial infection in baby pigs 
sometimes called white scours, may develop a septi- 
caemic form and cause rapid death. Most often, how- 
ever, the piglet develops a watery, yellowish, white 
diarrhoea with a marked fetid odour and becomes pro- 
gressively weaker, and unless treated may succumb in 
three to seven days, or make a slow, apparent recovery, 
but fail to prosper even on the best rations. The chronic 
‘poor doers’ are usually a result of permanent damage 
done to the intestinal tract and the abscesses that elab- 
orate a slow poisoning which prevents the animal from 
doing its best. 


“Prevention of this type of condition,” says Mr. Fin- 
son, “is usually best obtained through vaccinating the 


” 


mother with repeated bouster shots of bacterins of for- 
mula No. 2, thus causing antibodies to be passed on 
through the milk to the offspring. Individual treatment 
of the baby pig may be made by the use of sulfa drugs, 
antibiotics, and arsenicals either orally or by injection. 
Many prefer to administer the antibiotics to the sow 
and allow her to pass them to her piglets via the milk. 


“One of the newest methods of preventing this con- 
dition is to administer 5 to 10 c.c. of hog-cholera anti- 
serum to each pig at birth, as it contains antibodies 
against many disease germs. 


“Navel ill or joint ill is a bacterial infection picked 
up at the time of birth through mastitis milk or the 
navel cord. The infections may develop into generalised 
infections (septicaemias) or localised conditions affecting 
the joints (arthritis). These bacterial infections are 
most often caused by streptococci and staphylococci. 
The pigs so affected appear quite ill, run a high tem- 
perature and fail to nurse. This condition in the septi- 
caemic form results in rapid death. In the joint (arth- 
ritic form) it contributes to the unthriftiness of the 
animal and may eventually lead to the animal’s death, 
but more often produces a “poor doing” animal. 


“Staph-strep bacterins followed by two booster in- 
jections at two-week intervals administered to the sows 
prior to farrowing will aid in the prevention of this 
condition. 


“Dipping the navel stumps in tincture of iodine at 
birth will aid in preventing entry of these death-dealing 
germs. 


Penicillin is usually very effective in treating this 
condition when administered at the rate of 100,000 units 
per day in the aqueous form or 250,000 units every other 
day in the oil base. 


“Erysipelas, another bacterial infection, may occur 
at the time of birth, but generally appears after the 
first few days of life if the premises are heavily con- 
taminated and the sows are not immune. Erysipelas in 
baby pigs appears as a hot septicaemia or in the chronic 
joint form. This condition may be treated by the ad- 
ministration of erysipelas anti-serum and penicillin. 


“The joint form of streptococcal infection and ery- 
sipelas may lead to confusion from outside appearance, 
but on post-mortem, a section through the joint will 
show a white pus in the case of streptococcal infection 
and a pink, watery, eroded joint in the case of ery- 
sipelas. These are not hard and fast, but serve as a 
guide, and in either case penicillin would be effective 
in treatment, whereas erysipelas anti-serum is effective 
only against erysipelas. 


“Pigs from sows that have bene vaccinated against 
erysipelas usually do not break with the disease until 
they are weaned unless they meet with an overwhelm- 
ing exposure. 


“Necrobacillosis is a bacterial disease that is com- 
monly called “bull nose.” The germs enter the body 
through an injury in the skin or mucous membrane 
linings of the mouth and proceed to kill tissue (necro- 
tise), leaving in their wake a cone-shaped pocket that

No. 17—Mr. L. J. Thompson 


Foreword 


As I was preparing a final draft of this article on 
November 6, the airmail copy of that day’s issue of 
“The Sydney Morning Herald” was placed upon my 
desk. I read through what I had written about Les 
Thompson, and I reflected upon the unique place his 
name will occupy in the annals of the Pharmaceutical 
Guila. Then my eye was attracted to an illustration in 
the “Herald” under the heading “New Australian 
Tanker Arrives.” Below the photograph of an enormous 
ship I read the caption which said:— | 

“The largest Australian-owned ship, the 25,000-ton 
tanker “Leslie J. Thompson” arrived in Sydney yes- 
terday on its maiden voyage. Owned and operated by 

Ampol Petroleum Ltd., it is named after the com- 

pany’s chairman of directors. It was built at Antwerp 

at a cost of about £2 million. It will make 11 trips 

a year between Kurnell and Sumatrd. As the tanker 

moved up the Harbour it was greeted by a salute of 

whistles, sirens, and hooters from other craft.” 

Inside a room of the tall building, cut into the cliff 
face, which is a very small part of Ampol’s impressive 
real estate, L. J. Thompson (whost name is something 
to conjure with in pharmaceutical circles), modestly told 
me a little about the career that has taken him from 
a small post when he was a young accountant and 
secretary to an influential place in the commercial and 
financial life of Australia. I saw him at Ampol’s White 
Bay Terminal, in a neck of Sydney Harbour, which is 
dominated by the Ampol buildings. Beside the en- 
trance to the Ampol block stood a little sandwich bar 
with the painted sign “Bald Rock” outside it. The 
calm afternoon provided a pastel sketch of shipping, 
wharves and the grey arch of the Harbour Bridge against 
a smoky sky. “Bald Rock” gave a quaint touch, con- 
trasting the big and the little. The whole effect was 
all very striking, giving an impression of vast, efficient, 
expanding enterprise, appropriate to the rapid growth 
of Australia during the four decades or so in which 
L. J. Thompson has risen from a modest boyhood to 


leadership.

It had taken me months to arrange an appointment 
with my friend “Les” Thompson so that I might obtain 
from him some snatches of reminiscence for this series 
of articles in the “Journal.” True, I meet him from 
time to time when he leaves a board meeting for a few 
hours to attend to an important service which he per- 
forms, without fee or reward, for his old love retail 


pharmacy, as a negotiator for the Guild in its relation- 
ship with the Commonwealth Government under the 
National Health Act. But these occasions have afforded 
little opportunity for reminiscence; they occur at odd 
times during the constant process of arriving at terms 
and conditions under which 4000 or so retail chemists 
supply medicine benefits upon a contractual basis for 
the Commonwealth Government. 


At last we were able to sit down for half an hour 
while he talked, quietly and unaffectedly, about his 
busy career. 


Over the years I had come to learn something of the 
slow combustion type of fire which burns within the 
human machine that is Leslie James Thompson. His 
manner is most disarming. There is to be found in him 
no trace of the spectacular, loud-voiced, arm-waving 
tycoon. His method is not the fortiter in re but the 
suaviter in modo. There is always a touch of gentle- 
manly courtesy when, with a highly deceptive air of 
bucolic simplicity, he demolishes the skilled arguments 
of his adversaries in negotiation, and smiles that gentle, 
kindly smile which captures the attention and compels 
the admiration even of those on the other side of the 
argument. 


Mr. Thompson is a member of the boards of directors 
of many companies. Yet he has continued to act as 
chairman of the Guild Statistical Bureau, which he es- 
tablished many years ago at the request of Mr. A. W. 
McGibbony, the first Federal President of the Guild. 
These days he enjoys as much as ever the change over, 
for an hour or two, to the problems of the chemists’ 
rates of payment by Canberra. Mr. Thompson has con- 
sistently refused to accept any emolument for this work. 
“I owe much of my success in life to my early associa- 
tion with the organised body of retail pharmacy,” he 
oo me, “and I will never lost my interest in its wel- 
are.” 


Leslie James Thompson, F.C.A. (Aust.), F.C.LS., 
M.P.S. (Hon.), is the son of the late James Thompson, 
of Wahroonga, N.S.W. He was born on June 5, 1888, 
in Sydney, and was educated at Hornsby Public School. 
He married Vera, daughter of Mr. E. D. Andrews, on 
April 5, 1913, and they have one daughter. In “Who’s 
Who in Australia” he lists his recreation as golf; but 
those who know him well might agree that work upon 
many different concurrent company problems is also a 
recreation for him. To a man with such a flair for 
constructive thinking and a superbly compartmented 
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mind; hard work year in, year out, can be a pleasure 
and a stimulus. 

The unknown but brilliant and ambitious young sec- 
retary who used to catch the last train part of the way 
home from his duties with the Master Pharmacists’ As- 
sociation of New South Wales in pre-Guild days, and 
walk the rest of the way home, in fair weather or foul, 
now has the choice of the best the world can offer in 
transport, accommodation and creature comforts. He 
remains a modest, unostentatious figure of finance—if 
not always behind the scenes, then certainly not con- 
spicuously upon the stage in a physical sense. He has 
the close friendship of men in high places—men such 
as Sir Garfield Barwick, M.H.R., the brilliant New South 
Wales Queen’s Counsel and Federal Attorney-General, 
with whom he manages to play an occasional game of 
golf. He is just as happy arguing costing problems or 
construing a policy for a company with world-wide 


interests.

Mr. Thompson began his secretarial and accountancy 
practice in 1916. In 1917 he founded the firm of Holt & 
Thompson, chartered ac- 
countants, which occupies 
large and commodious 
offices in the big A.P.A.

Since 
then he has been on the

Chemists’ Early Struggles 

From studying this im- 
pressive list of responsible 
offices to go back to the time 
when the youthful Les 
Thompson first became as- 
sociated with pharmacy is to recall the wretched days 
when chemists were struggling to get a fair deal by 
achieving a “united front” against unfair competition 
and a disorganised profession. In 1917 he joined phar- 
macy as Secretary of the old (New South Wales) Master 
Pharmacists’ Association. When the M.P.A. merged 
with the Guild, he became the first Secretary of the 
New South Wales Guild Branch—a noteworthy victory 
for A. W. McGibbony and his co-founders, for at first 
Les Thompson bitterly opposed the Guild. 

Les Thompson recalled his appointment to the M.P.A. 
post, at a dinner given in his honour at the Hotel Aus- 
tralia, Sydney, in January, 1958, when the Guild be- 
stowed on him honorary life membership. On that 
occasion,. in reminiscent vein, he said: 


Mr. Leslie J. Thompson 


“The secretaryship of the M.P.A. was a very important 
addition to my small clientele as a young practising 
accountant, and I carried it on with love and enthusiasm 
until 1933, when I saw that if I continued any further 
I would be a stumbling block. Through the efforts of 
the late Joe McGloin, who had the idea that the Asso- 
ciation of retail pharmacy should be welded together 
into the Guild, it had become too big for a part-time 
secretary with other clients; and I thought that in the 
interests of pharmacy I should get out. I made it known 
that I would retire in six months, and I shall always be 
proud that I trained my successor, Reg. Gostelow. I 
think the move was a good one. I shall always be 
proud, too, of the move to take adequate accommo- 
dation in Science House, now so ably managed by Alan 
Conolly.” 

On another occasion, Les recalled to me his linking 
up with pharmacy in these words: “Those were the days 
of ‘threepenny pharmacy’—average sale about three- 
pence. Those were the days when a man started in 
pharmacy full of pharmaceutical science but completely 
devoid of any business ability whatever. So we began 
to try to educate retail phar- 
macists to take an interest 
in the financial side of their 
businesses. 

“We did a whole lot of 
things like drawing up price 
lists. and seeking legislation 
to regulate hours of trading. 
We even attempted (and 
successfully, I think) to pro- 
duce a notebook for phar- 
macy, which from start to 
finish was an effort to edu- 
cate the pharmacist finan- 
cially and give him some 
book of reference. It was 
called ‘The Blue Book.’ 

Taught Chemists Simple 
Bookkeeping 

“In the course of my 16 
years in official pharmacy, 
which ended in 1933, I ran 
the Master Pharmacists’ As- 
sociation and the P.D.L., and 
for the last three years the 
Pharmaceutical Society. 

“During the period that I 
occupied all these positions, 
and while under the impetus 
of making chemists more 
commercially minded, I gave 
a course of lectures to the 
pharmacy students, show- 
ing them, simply, how to 
keep a set of books; what 
principles to follow in tak- 
ing stock and arriving at 
their annual results; and 
also giving them some ele- 
mentary commercial know- 
ledge about cheques, pro- 
missory notes and the like. 

“Those were the days 
when we were laying the 
foundations on which the Guild afterwards built! 


“After I resigned from these posts in 1933, my activi- 
ties were then more in the financial consultative capa- 
city, so that I became chairman of the Guild’s Bureau 
of Statistics. We began in the mid-thirties and collected 
a lot of financial and statistical information which was 
used in the Chain Store inquiry, set up by the New 
South Wales Government in 1936, in which I gave 
expert evidence. I was in the witness box for three 
weeks.” 

[This inquiry (to give it its full title) was the Royal 
Commission of Inquiry into Chain Stores. The Com- 
missioner was Mr. Justice Browne, President of the 
Industrial Commission of New South Wales. One of 
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the Commissioner’s tasks was to report upon “matters 
related to the Management, Control and Operations of 
Pharmacy Chain Stores.” The evidence given by Mr. 
Thompson showed that the average net profit of a retail 
chemist in New South Wales was: Metropolitan, £500; 
country, £438.] 


Continuing, Mr. Thompson said, “My latest activities 
for pharmacy were negotiating the original ‘free’ medi- 
cine contract with the late Mr. Chifley and the succes- 
sive contracts made with Sir Earle Page, and later, Dr. 
Donald Cameron, who succeeded Sir Earle Page as 
Commonwealth Minister for Health.” 


“L.W.S.” Recalls the “Blue Book” 


The early days of the Master Pharmacists’ Associa- 
tion are well remembered by Mr. L. W. Smith, President 
of the N.S.W. Branch of the Guild, who was President 
of the M.P.A. in 1924, and is an original member of the 
State Branch Committee of New South Wales. 


“I can show you the celebrated Blue Book,” Mr. 
Smith told me on one occasion. “It was the first com- 
prehensive price list. It also contained a full explana- 
tion of the chemists’ award of that period, and a mass 
of information such as photographic hints, Sunday ob- 
servance hours and regulations. That Blue Book was 
a job and a half! The late Archie Short, Les Thompson 
and I sat up for nearly two days working round the 
clock on the final proofs.” 


Earlier in this article I mentioned that when Mr. 
Thompson was Secretary of the M.P.A., he and most of 
his Committee were at first opposed to the formation 
of the Guild. The following letter, which appeared in 
“The Australasian Journal of Pharmacy” of April, 
1928, illustrates this fact: 


“The Guild Proposals 


“Sir,—In the February number of your journal, on 
page 211, which reports the proceedings of the 
January meeting of the Pharmaceutical Society of 
N.S.W., a statement appears in connection with the 
Pharmaceutical Guild as follows:— 


‘The organiser (Mr. Sheehan) had the previous 
evening addressed the members of the Association 
of Master Pharmacists of N.S.W., and he thought 
the scheme had been favourably accepted.’ 


“The committee of my Assocition desire me to cor- 
rect this impression, the facts being that the members 
of the committee were far from convinced that the 
Guild organisation is a practicable scheme. 


“IT also take the opportunity to mention that the 
committee of my Association has probably given more 
thought and discussion to this one question during 
the past five months than to any other individual 
matter, and the more they inquire into it the less 
they are inclined to support it. The idea behind the 
proposals is excellent; hence the time and attention 
which the committee has given to see whether it is 
workable. There are, however, so many practical 
difficulties that it is felt the scheme could not succeed, 
and that its failure would be a catastrophe to N.S.Ws 


organisations.—Yours, etc., 
L. J. THOMPSON, 


Secretary, N.S.W. Association of Master Pharmacists, 
Sydney, March 31, 1928.” 


Yet the author of that letter became one of the great 
architects of the financial plan under which, 20 years 
or so later, the Guild advised its members to participate 

in the National Health Service. 


The Guild’s “Only Honour” 


At the dinner to Mr. Thompson in January, 1958, to 
which I have already alluded, Mr. Eric Scott, Federal 
President of the Guild, paid a fitting tribute to him 
when presenting the certificate of honorary life mem- 
bership—‘“the only honour the Guild could bestow,” as 
Mr. Scott described it. Mr. Scott said: “In the early 
days pharmacy was really on the rocks. Les Thompson 
stuck to pharmacy and gave it everything he had. In 
those days it was very important for a man of Les 
Thompson’s knowledge, tolerance and sagacity to aid 
the Guild. He has risen high, but he has never lost 
his love for pharmacy. 


“Les has never spared himself. As a director of 
numerous companies, and as one of the big financial 
brains of Australia, he is still humble enough to come 
back to pharmacy and give it the accumulation of know- 
ledge that he has gained over the years. 


“In our negotiations with the Government, poor 
though they are, our efforts would have been a great 
deal worse but for Les Thompson. 


“T do not think I have ever met a man more humble 
or more simple in his approach to life. It is because 
of that that Les has risen to the highest. What he has 
done for pharmacy no man can compute. At all times 
he has given of his best. 


I pay the greatest tribute to Les Thompson and back 
the Federal’s Council opinion in granting this certifi- 


What quality does Les Thompson possess that has 
made him the choice of so many large companies? He 
is not a social lion, and though he has personal friends 
in high places, and a gift for friendship that is envied 
by many, he does not impress me as a gregarious per- 
son. The rare qualities in him are simplicity, a logical 
approach and a capacity for lucid exposition. He has a 
compartmented mind, in which is stored, ready for use 
at the proper time, a vast assemblage of knowledge and 
power. Whatsoever mental effort it may cost him to ab- 
sorb, sort, analyse and reduce a problem to a simple 
approach, we shall never know. What we do know, and 
have experienced many times in the course of Guild 
negotiations, is that he can go to the heart of a matter 
with superb control and rapid exercise of all his wits. 


In negotiations on behalf of the Guild with high 
Government officials, he has earned respect for the 
modest but nevertheless stern manner of his dealings 
with them—always putting his cards on the table and 


never trying to take smart tricks. He, in turn, is 
unstinting in his praise and respect for the ability and 
integrity of his adversaries in argument, and never 
ceases to sing the praises of men like H. J. Goodes and 
Reg White. 


Les Thompson is a product of the age in which he 
lives. It is an age in which inherited capital has played 
a less conspicuous part in the planning and policy- 
making of vast enterprises, and management capital has 
become almost a dominating factor. Top management 
today includes many men who have risen from rela- 
tively humble beginnings to places of wealth and power. 
They may be men who have graduated in law, account- 
ancy or economics, whose instinctive ability to think 
and to act and to manage big business is reinforced by 
a _— of communicating ideas down the line of con- 
trol. 


Such men are the power centres of modern business. 
And why not? Without going too deeply into social 
philosophy, we can let Les Thompson have the last 
word in one of his favourite quotations: “The product 
of oe labour is his of right against the whole 
world.” 
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Retirement of Mr. Ben Haigh 


Sigma Shareholders Show Their Appreciation of Dedicated Service 


A testimonial dinner to mark the impending retirement 
of Mr. Ben Haigh, after 30 years as General Manager of 
Sigma Company Limited, was held at Menzies Hotel, 
Melbourne, on Saturday, December 5. Between 400 
and 500 shareholders and friends accompanied by their 
ladies sat down to dinner in the main dining room at 
Menzies shortly before 8 p.m. There had earlier been 
the opportunity for mingling of the guests, as cock- 
tails were served from 6.30 p.m. onward. During the 
dinner vocal items presented by Mr. Allan Eddy were 
applauded by an audience in carefree mood to share 
in the biggest “family” function arranged by Sigma. 

At 10 p.m., the loyal toast having been honoured 
earlier in the evening, the Chairman of Directors, 
Mr. C. P. A. Taylor, of Ballarat, presented the toast 
of the guest of honour. 


Toast to Mr. Haigh 


Mr. Taylor said this was a momentous night in the 
history of their company. He did not know whether, 
30 years ago, a gathering such as this occurred to fare- 
well their previous General Manager, but he did know 
that this evening, to his mind, was a family night—a 
family gathering—and no better setting in Melbourne 
could have been found to hold such a gathering. 


He was sure they would all agree with him that, 
although they were having a very happy gathering and 
interchange of ideas at a social level in these very 
elegant surroundings, the proceedings and the whole 
gathering were touched somewhat with a note of regret 
that they were losing the services of one who had so 
ably led the executive team that he had built up over 
the last 30 years of their company’s operations. His 
personal acquaintance with their General Manager was 
of rather limited duration. It was an acquaintance 
that had developed in friendship in the post-war era. 
When he went overseas in 1940 he was not a share- 
holder in Sigma Co. Ltd., but the — had changed 
a ane he became one of the fold. He was very happy 
so to be. 


They were honoured this night by the presence not 
only of a hard core of their own shareholders but by 
the presence of representatives of associated. houses 
from other States. All these people were gathered to 
do tribute to Mr. Haigh and to figed respect for the well- 
considered efforts which he had applied in the manage- 
ment of their company. In 1929 Sigma had a staff of 
some 20 people; today their staff numbered over 700. 
It was an amazing figure, an amazing achievement. It 
was not wholly due, by any means, to one man, but it 
was the team spirit engendered and epitomised in the 
living person of Ben Haigh at his desk over the past 
30 years that had brought Sigma to the eminence in 
Australia which it enjoyed today. (Applause.) 


Ben Haigh was to him and appealed to him as a man 
of vision—a man of vision who, like many men of 
vision, was prepared to stick to his guns and see things 
through; but very few of whom in the duration of a 
lifetime were permitted to see the culmination of their 
efforts. He did not suggest that this was the culmina- 
tion of all the efforts Mr. Haigh had envisaged in the 
last 30 years, but it was a great credit to their General 
Manager, who had started off with a team of 20 odd 
in 1930 and had been able to see the development of a 
vast team around him, and, he would add at this stage, a 
most co-operative Board, with the whole organisation 
working very smoothly. 

They were not thinking only in terms of the busi- 


ness career Mr. Haigh had thought fit to adopt. He 
had envisaged the vast progress of the city of Mel- 
bourne, and having backed his own judgment was today 
independent of any salary they might offer him. He 
was a man who had the courage of his convictions, a 
man to take their hat off to—that was Ben Haigh. He 
was a very forthright citizen, right down to earth, 
and one always knew where one stood with him. He 
was one of those people who had lived in the present 
with a far-seeing vision ever before him, not forgetting 
the past, and taking heed of any errors so that they 
should not occur again. 

For those attributes they at Sigma were very 
thankful. 

Mr. Taylor said three gentlemen had readily agreed 
to support his remarks. Mr. Eric Scott would speak 
on behalf of the city shareholders and Mr. S. G. Robson 
on behalf of country shareholders, and Mr. C. G. Gos- 
telow, of Sydney, would speak on behalf of Associated 
Drug Companies of Australia (A.D.C.A.). 


Mr. Eric Scott said on behalf of metropolitan chemists 
he deemed it an honour and a privilege to be present 
this evening to honour the toast to Ben Haigh. Over 
the last 25 years he had watched with interest and 
admiration the rise of Ben Haigh. So many things had 
come to pass in that quarter of a century that the 
Ben Haigh he knew 25 years ago was not the same 
man today. He had been told by people who should 
know, that Ben Haigh was the most vital force in 
pharmaceutical wholesaling in Australia. (Applause.) 


He did not wish to detract from the founders and 
fathers of Sigma, but it still needed the genius of a 
Ben Haigh to give it that vital something which had 
made Sigma what it was today. Ben Haigh left Felton, 
Grimwade & Co. to go to Sigma. Why Feltons ever 
let him go was one of those inexplicable things that 
sometimes happened. Angus & Robertson Ltd. had 
been offered the manuscript of “They’re a Weird Mob” 
and turned it down, and they had been gnashing their 
teeth ever since. With the introduction of the terrific 
driving force of Ben Haigh, Sigma shot to the fore, and 
today he thought Sigma was the leading co-operative 
house in pharmacy in Australia. 

The Guild had not always seen eye to eye with Ben 
Haigh, and he did not think that was very surprising; 
but in all major matters they had admired his vitality, 
his vigour, his courage and his vision. 

Inevitably, he thought, talking of men of Ben’s 
calibre, they could compare him with some famous 
figures of the past. To him, Ben had always appeared 
as one of Cromwell’s Ironsides—so certain of his in- 
fallibility, so certain of thrashing the opposition. He 
could picture Ben leading a charge against his oppo- 
nents, a book of shareholders of Sigma clutched under 
one arm and a Sigma cheque held aloft in his other 
hand. Long, lean, gangling, gimlet-eyed, Ben’s ap- 
pearance invited speculation that he might have be- 
come a hero in modern television westerns. 


In Sigma affairs he completely hypnotised the metro- 
politan shareholders and caused them to become enthu- 
Slastic supporters of Sigma. He might be described 
as that tall, lean stranger from the kangas of Flinders 
Lane, who hung on, captured their hearts, captured 
their pockets and made them all call him father. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Stan Robson, of Hamilton, said it was a very 
great pleasure to speak on behalf of the country share- 
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holders. Mr. Scott had referred to Mr. Haigh’s possi- 
bilities as a western hero. He remembered when Mr. 
Haigh first returned from his trip overseas (he had 
been in Texas), and he arrived with a 10-gallon hat 
amongst his possessions. 

Ben Haigh had always been a very great friend and 
adviser of country pharmacists. Anyone who sought 
his advice had benefited by Mr. Haigh’s long experi- 
ence and insight. He was sure he had put plenty of 
men on the road to success. The tremendous growth 
of Sigma had been largely due to Ben Haigh. He 
had steered the development of Sigma from a small 
warehouse in Flinders Lane, through the depression 
years and the war years and the boom period that 
followed. 

There was no doubt that Mr. Haigh would be very 
much missed, but he had trained a team of men to take 
over the various sections, 
and he was sure those left 
behind would carry on just 
as well. On behalf of the 
country shareholders, he 
would like to thank Mr. 
Haigh for his 30 years’ ser- 
vice to the company, and 
they hoped he would have 
a very happy and long re- 
tirement. (Applause.) 

Mr. Cliff Gostelow, speak- 
ing on behalf of A.D.C.A. 
as Chairman of Directors of 
the Wholesale Drug Co. Ltd., 
said it was his pleasure and 
privilege this evening to 
support the toast on behalf 
of the Associated Drug Com- 
panies of Australia. 

His Board at the Whole- 
sale Drug Company, the 
members of the Queensland 
Druggists Ltd. Board, and 
Rumbles Ltd., of Perth, 
were unanimous with him 
in saying to Ben, “Congratu- 
lations on 30 years of ser- 
vice.” A period of 30 years 
was a long time. He knew 
—he had been married ex- 
actly that time! (Laughter.) 

The audience had listened 
to speeches by men of Sigma 
who spoke of Ben Haigh as 
the Manager and what he 
had done for Sigma. He 
would like to approach from 
a different angle. Although 
it appeared from the notice 
paper that he was speaking 
on behalf of A.D.C.A., he would prefer to speak as a 
personal friend and speak of Ben Haigh as a man. His 
friendship with Ben Haigh extended over 25 years. He 
met him in Queensland playing opposite him in a golf 
match. Ben Haigh played for Victoria and gave him 
a very sound hiding; but their mutual interest over 
the years in co-operative wholesaling had brought about 
a friendship that had stood the test of many years. 

Last week-end at the seaside his thoughts turned to 
tonight’s event, and it occurred to him that he had 
never come across the actual meaning of the word 
“Sigma.” What did the letters comprising the word 
Sigma denote? To him the word Sigma and the name 
Haigh had always been syonymous; when he thought 
of Sigma he thought of Ben Haigh. He thought those 
five letters could well be applied to five attributes that 
had made Ben Haigh the man and Sigma the organisa- 
tion they were today. 

He first looked at the letter “S” and thought without 
any hesitation here was sincerity. All who knew Ben 
would agree on his sincerity.

When he looked for a solution of the letter “I” he 
thought firstly of industrious. Then he said no—the 
word is imagination, because where would Sigma be 
today if Ben Haigh had not been prepared to look 
beyond the horizon in order to make Sigma successful? 

He would pass by the letter “G” and come back to 
it later. 

Dealing with the letter “M,” they had heard enough 
tonight from the other speakers’ remarks to know “M” 
stood for management—and the very best was Ben. 

When he looked at the letter “A” he thought of 
assiduity, for where would fidelity or intelligence or 
imagination be if the person was not assiduous in carry- 
ing out the ideas? : 

Lastly he would refer to the letter “G.” Associated 
with the letter “G,” he thought of the grace of God, 
the grand geometrician of the universe. Ben Haigh 
was a man of principle and 
one who applied the prin- 
ciples -he held. Everybody 
admired a man of sound 
principles who carried those 
principles into his home, 
into his business, into his 
realm of thought. Such a 
man was Ben Haigh. 

He would like to offer 
congratulations to Ben for 
what he had done for Sigma. 
They were sorry to lose 
him; they wished him in the 
coming years all the health 
and happiness that his work 
for the company really de- 
served. (Applause.) 

Before giving the toast, 
Mr. Taylor referred to the 
presence of a visitor from 
New York, and he read a 
number of telegrams and 
apologies. He then said that 
on this occasion the mem- 
bers of Sigma Co. Ltd. would 
like to give Mr. and Mrs. 
Haigh something they would 
enjoy for years to come. 
(To the accompaniment of 
loud applause, Mr. Taylor 
handed to Mr. Haigh the 
keys to a Mercedes-Benz 
ear, a coloured illustration 
of which was highlighted 
above the head table.) 

Obviously taken by sur- 
prise, Mr. and Mrs. Haigh 
were quick to make their 
immediate personal acknow- 
ledgment to Mr. Taylor as 
Chairman of the company. 


Mr. Haigh’s Response 

Mr. Haigh said this was a memorable occasion for 
him, and he could not adequately express his apprecia- 
tion of this great gathering of friends—people with 
whom he had been associated for so long. But an occa- 
sion such as this, of course, called for something in the 
nature of a little bit of retrospect. 

He recalled very well when, as a young man of 30, 
he was invited to apply for this job at Sigma. He 
went home and discussed it with his wife. It might 
not be quite correct to say that he went home, be- 
cause at that time they had one young daughter at home 
with her grandmother and another young daughter at 
hospital with his wife. He might say also that at that 
time their resources were very slender, and it was some- 
thing of a hazard as to whether he should apply for 
this job. 

Looking back on those times, he knew by referring 
to the record and a very distinct memory that the staff 
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of Sigma was in the twenties—a very handy, compact 
little group of people of whom he cherished lively 
memories. The turnover at that time was of the order 
of £70,000 and the total sales of Sigma proprietaries 
were round about £3000, which represented £4 per 
year per chemist in Victoria. Things had changed 
a little since then. It was not until 1933 that they 
reached a turnover of the magical figure of £100,000. 
A quarter of a million was reached at about the time 
of the outbreak of the Second World War, and from 
there they had gone from success to success. As had 
already been mentioned, their staff had increased tre- 
mendously, and perhaps that was one of the difficul- 
ties he faced—the problem of knowing one’s staff. Many 
of them, unfortunately, he might pass in the street 
without a sign of recognition, simply because he did 
not know them. He was tied up in the office—perhaps 
to the satisfaction of some who were not in the office! — 
but without the opportunity of wandering around as 
of old. As they could well imagine, he had formed 
a very close attachment to the band of workers who had 
helped to push Sigma along. 

Mr. Haigh then quoted further statistics showing the 
remarkable development and growth of the company 
in recent years. He said it would be rash of him to 
predict what was ahead of Sigma. He could only 
predict that it would go from success to success. During 
the years they had come through there had been some 
troublous times, but nothing had been as bad as it 
might have been. During the early ’30’s they as a 
nation passed through a dreadful depression. It was 
a stark memory to the senior ones amongst those pre- 
sent. The younger ones had no knowledge of the 
affliction and distress that harassed so many of their 
people in those days. In the middle ’30’s came the 
threat of Boots opening up in the retail field. The year 
1939 ushered in the Second World War, with loss of 
trained staff, Government control of man-power and 

rice-control. Fortunately they forgot those things. 

etween 1930 and 1939 there was much price-cutting in 
the retail trade. Sigma introduced the original Sigma 
merchandising scheme, and they adopted a scheme of 
business lectures for their shareholders. 

In his early days in the trade and before coming 
to Sigma he met a venerable old gentleman, Mr. R. E. 
Wood—one of the old school—and it was part of his 
job to watch the trend of the prices of raw materials 
and weigh the business effects of political cataclysms 
from the Equator to the Poles. Today no one cared 
whether the General Manager knew where Aloes and 
Asafoetida came from. Today they must watch labour 
turnover as much as they watched stock turnover; one 
needed to know much of men and machines—perhaps 
more of men than machines. 

During those years he formed countless treasured 
associations with shareholders, directors and fellow- 
workers. The support he received was extraordinarily 
gratifying, and he recalled with affection the many 
hundreds who day by day and week by week gave 
him active support and encouragement. He accepted 
the maximum that the reward of all work done was the 
ability to do more and better work. He counted him- 
self fortunate in that in the days when his abilities 
were small the job was small. But the job had always 
grown a stage ahead of him and had been a spur to 
keep him going. 

Speaking of success, what was worth having must 
be bought, and all too frequently his wife had paid the 
price. She had carried the heat and burden of the 
day in the bringing up of their four daughters, and 
they were a happy gang. He had spoken earlier of the 
day when he applied for the job. His wife backed him 
up then and she had backed him up ever since. (Ap- 
plause.) They had been a very happy pair, a pair of 
stay-at-homes. 

It had been his good fortune to travel from north to 
south and from east and west in Australia as part of 
their link with associated companies and manufac- 
turers and other wholesalers in all States of the Com- 


monwealth. He had also had the good fortune to travel 
overseas and speak to their English and foreign friends. 
He had been given a very cordial welcome wherever 
he went, and he had treasured memories of the asso- 
ciations he had thus formed. 


People asked him what he was going to do after his 
retirement. After recounting the story of the wood- 
cutter who had a new axe handle ready when the one 
in use was broken, Mr. Haigh said he looked forward 
with great anticipation to the relief from daily stress 
and strain, and there were prospects that he might 
assist with some farming. He would think of the friends 
who were shareholders—both those present tonight and 
those who were unable to be present; he would think of 
the friendships he had enjoyed in the company of whole- 
salers and manufacturers; but perhaps most of all he 
would think of those friendships he had formed with 
the Directors, and the executive staff present and past, 
with whom it had been his good fortune to work for so 
many years. 


He would like to pay tribute to the early pioneers of 
Sigma—E. H. Leete, E. T. Church—names little known 
today; men like G. H. Bartleman, Chairman of Sigma 
when he took over the management, and of P. Wheeler, 
C. C. Wallis and W. McCall Say, and H. M. Barker, the 
Secretary of the company at that time. 


It had been a great pleasure to be present and meet 
so many of them again. It was a great tribute on their 
part that they should. have come along, and he would 
like to conclude by thanking the Chairman and through 
him the members of the Board and the siareholders for 
the handsome gift they had presented to him. He 
thanked them most sincerely. (Sustained applause.) 


Mr. A. H. Allsop was entrusted with the last toast 
of the evening, in honour of Mrs. Haigh. He described 
this as an easy assignment, because those who knew 
Mrs. Haigh most had loved her best. To those who 
knew her very well she was “Pop,” and it had always 
been a pleasure to have the opportunity of meeting her. 
Before handing Mrs. Haigh a magnificent sheaf of 
flowers, Mr. Allsop described her as “a lovable and 
very gracious lady,” active in many good works, such 
as the Girl Guides, Red Cross and the Church. 


A very happy evening concluded at 11.20 p.m. 


LORD COHEN OF BIRKENHEAD 


It is announced that Lord Cohen has been elected an 
Honorary Fellow of the Royal Institute of Chemistry, 
Great Britain. 


Lord Cohen of Birkenhead, formerly Sir Henry Cohen, 
has been Professor of Medicine at the University of 
Liverpool and Senior Physician, Royal Infirmary, Liver- 
pool, since 1934. Since 1948 he has served as Chairman 
of the Standing Medical Advisory Committee of the 
Ministry of Health and is well known for his work as 
Chairman of the Flour Panel, Ministry of Food, in 
1955, which led to the Cohen Report. He has also worked 
on numerous other Committees and Joint Committees 
of the Medical Research Council, the British Medical 
Association, the Royal College of Physicians and on a 
number of public bodies in the Liverpool area. He was 
educated at Birkenhead School and at the Universities 
of Liverpool and Paris, and received numerous medals 
and fellowships. He has contributed to many books and 
medical scientific journals and has made a notable con- 
tribution to the study of drugs and nutritional prob- 
lems. In the field of medical research he has been 
particularly interested in lipoidoses, collagen diseases 
and related subjects—Journal Royal Institute of 
Chemistry, April, 1959.

Through the Ages

II. TRADITIONS CONCERNING ONIONS 


One must admit that there is a certain association of 
vulgarity in connection with the onion. It is a valuable 
food, and an indispensable accessory to the culinary 
expert, and is used by herbalists, but when utilised ye 
some persons it is not suggestive of refinement. 


And yet, the bulb has not only an honourable charac- 
ter, but has a sort of sacred history. 


Both Pliny and Juvenal, among old writers, and many 
modern Egyptologists, have recorded that the ancient 
Egyptians worshipped the onion. The onions of Egypt 
were of a large size, and of exquisite flavour. They 
were regarded with especial favour by the ancient 
Egyptians as partaking of a sacred character, and as a 
symbol of the universe. 

Juvenal rediculed this in his fifteenth satire by saying: 

“How Egypt, mad with superstition grown, 

Makes gods of monsters, but too well is known; 
’Tis mortal sin an onion to devour, 

Each clove of garlic has a sacred power; 
Religious nation sure, and blest abodes, 

Where every garden is o’errun with gods.” 

The symbolisation of the universe in the concentric 
folds of the onion may be taken as some explanation of 
the high reverence in which it was held assuredly by 
some ancient races. 

If the onion was an object of worship in Egypt, divine 
honours were also paid to the peach tree, laurel, helio- 
trope, acacia and various kinds of lentils—all symbols i in 
phallic worship. 

Wilkinson, in his “Manners and Customs of the An- 
cient Egyptians,” doubted the evidence that they wor- 
shipped onions; but he added that the onion was admit- 
ted as a common offering on every altar, and that the 
priests were forbidden to eat it. 

In Ellis’s “History of Madagascar,” it is noted that 
the Malagasy even at the commencement of this cen- 
tury regarded the onion as unclean, and forbidden 
by the idols. 

Herodotus says that sixteen hundred talents were 
expended on garlic, onions and radishes for the work- 
men during the building of the Pyramids. We find on 
the Egyptian monuments a representation of the manner 
in which onions were tied. It is recorded that an onion 
taken from the sarcophagus of an Egyptian mummy at 
least two thousand years old was planted and made to 

grow. We also have the authority of Pliny for what 
& calls the foolish superstition of the Egyptians in 
swearing by garlic and onions, calling these vegetables 
to witness when taking an oath. 

The onion is still a common food in Egypt, and some- 
times the only one of the poorer classes. The onions 
of Egypt are much sweeter and superior in quality to 
those in Europe. It is also noteworthy that the onion 
grows coarser and more bitter as it is traced northward. 

Whether or not the onion was sacred in Egypt, it was 
with regretful longings in the Wilderness that the 
Israelites looked back to the fleshpots of Egypt, to “the 
cucumbers, and the melons, and the leeks, and the 


onions, and the garlick.” (Numbers, XI, verse 5). 
Most probably the common onion was meant in this 
verse. However, some commentators do not think that 
leeks were meant, although leeks, onions and garlic 
grow more plentifully, to a larger size, are milder to 
the taste, and more generally used in hot countries 
than in temperate climates. That the true onion is 
meant by the betzel and betsalim of the Hebrews, is 
proved by its Arabic name, basl or bassal. 


In Mesopotamia the wild varieties are so common that 
no region is too desert not to produce them and, when 
otherwise supperless on the arid wastes, travellers have 
been delighted to obtain these native succulent roots. 
Michie, in his “Overland Siberian Route” (p. 105), de- 
scribed certain parts of the famous “Desert of Gobi” as 
being covered with leeks and onions to the exclusion 
of all other vegetation, and says that sheep and cattle 
thrived on these vegetables. 


However, nowadays botanists seem agreed that the 
original habitat of the onion was the mountainous re- 
gion of Central Asia and that it is still found in a wild 
state in the Himalayas. 

Yet the Mohammedans do not seem to have rever- 
enced the members of the Allium genus—the tribe to 
which the onion belongs. On the contrary, they have a 
tradition that, after the Fall of Man, when Satan step- 
ped out of the Garden of Eden, garlic sprang up where 
he placed his left foot and onion where he set his right 
foot. This is the alleged reason why Mohammed could 
not bear the smell of either, and even fainted when he 

saw these articles of food. 

Among the ancient Greeks both onions and garlic 
were held in high regard, both as articles of food and 
as medicaments. Both Theophrastus and Palladius 
wrote books on onions. Homer says that the onion was 
an important part of the banquet which Hecamede 
spread before Nestor and Machaon: 

“Before them first a table fair she spread, 
Well polished, and with feet of solid bronze; 
On this a brazen canister she placed 

And onions as a relish to the wine, 

And pale, clear honey, and pure barley meal.” 

The onion seems to have been the common food of 
the ancient Romans, although Horace could not under- 
stand how they digested it. Its use for promoting arti- 
ficial tears was also well understood by them, for 
Columella speaks of Lacrymosa cAEpe, and Pliny of 
CAEpis odor lacrymosus. 

Ovid says that both onions and sulphur were given 
to criminals to purify them from their crimes, upon 
the old theory of purgation by fumigation. 

The ancient Romans thought not only that the onion 
gave strength to the human frame, but that it would 
also improve the pugnacious quality of their gamecocks. 
However, Horace thought that garlic was a fit poison 
for anykody who committed parricide. 

The old custom of throwing an onion after a bride 
in some parts of the British Isles is well known. It had 
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the same origin as the old Scottish custom of throwing 
a besom, or broom, after a cow on its way to market— 
to avert the evil-eye and to ensure luck. 


However, until recent years, it was the practice in 
some parts of Europe to hang up or burn an onion as a 
safeguard against witchcraft, and the theory behind 
this was that the Devil respected it because it was an 
ancient object of worship. This custom seems a sur- 
vival of Egyptian worship mixed with the Mohammedan 
tradition, but Hilderic Friend said that the Arabs, 
Chinese and other races, even today, employ onions, 
leeks and garlic to prevent witchcraft, and that he him- 
self on many occasions has seen onions tied up with a 
branch of sago-palm over the doors of Eastern houses 
for this purpose. 


In some parts of the British Isles, on Hallowe’en, 
girls used a “Saint Thomas Onion” as a means of divina- 
tion. They _— it, wrapped it up in a clean hand- 
kerchief and placed it under their pillows, as they 
repeated: 


“Good St. Thomas, do me right, 

And see my true love come tonight, 
That I may see him in the face, 
And him in my kind arms embrace.” 


In some places to dream of an onion is supposed to 
foretell sickness: 
“To dream of eating onions means 
Much strife in the domestic scenes, 
Secrets found out, or else betrayed, 
And many falsehoods made and said.” 


The idea of bad dreams being associated with the 
onion seems due to the old herbalists. In 1596 Coghan 
wrote: 

“Being eaten raw, they (onions) engender all 


humour and contemptible putrefactions in the stom- 
acke, and cause dreadful dreams, and, if they be 


much used, they snarre the memory and trouble the 


understanding.” 
The following quatrain shows how the onion was 
considered to be a portent of the weather: 
Onion’s skin very thin, | 
Mild winter’s coming in; 
Onion’s skin thick and tough, 
Coming winter cold and rough.” 


Until the beginning of this century, and maybe later, 
in the British Isles, in some country households there 
were seen occasionally twelve large onions placed in a 
row, with a pinch of salt on the top of each onion. These 
were considered to serve as weather prophets. The 
onions were set in position on Christmas Day to be kept 
on guard until Twelfth Night. Then the believer in 
their prophetic office examined the vegetables with 
scrupulous care. On some onions the salt would have 
melted; on others it would have remained dry. Each 
onion represented a month, and a rainy month was indi- 
cated Sieve the salt had melted, and a dry month 
where it had remained intact. 


Silchester, in England, was called by the ancient Bri- 
tons “Ard-Oneon,” that is, Ardal Oneon, the region of 
Eineen or Onion. 

Henry Bett, M.A., Litt. D., refers to an old tradition 
concerning this town when he mentions in his “English 


Legends” (p. 111): 

“On the south side of Silchester, the old Roman 
city near Reading, there is an aperture under the 
wall known as ‘Onion’s Hole.’ The legend is that a 
giant with the engaging name of Onion once dwelt 
there. The Roman coins occasionally found in the 
vicinity used to be known as ‘Onion’s pennies.’ There 
seems to be no particular legend surviving as to the 
giant’s doings, which is a pity. One would like to 
know more of a giant who bore such an intriguing 


name.”

A NEW DRUG FOR ALCOHOLISM 
CALCIUM CARBIMIDE (CYANAMIDE) 


The recent use of calcium carbimide for alcoholism was the result of a chance observation made in Canada a 
few years ago, that factory workers exposed to certain chemical-laden dusts could not tolerate alcohol. Subse- 
quently, much research was carried out on the drug in Canada as part of an intensive investigation into the treat- 
ment and control of alcoholism. 

Calcium carbimide basically has the same action as disulfiram, i.e., the reduction of ability to tolerate alcohol 
by biochemical interference with the normal oxidation of the latter. The important advantage, however, with calcium 
carbimide is that its reactions are usually much milder than that of disulfiram-alcohol effects, although sufficiently 
unpleasant to serve as an effective deterrent. In addition calcium carbimide acts much more quickly exerting its 
effect within 30 minutes. 

Disulfiram even in the absence of alcohol not infrequently induces drowsiness, nausea, impotence and 
unpleasant taste. In addition, disulfiram being a sulphur compound sometimes makes patients social outcasts 
because of the disagreeable odour it imparts to the breath and perspiration. Unpleasant odour of body or breath 
does not occur with calcium carbimide. 


Alcohol undergoes various complex changes prior to eventual oxidation. Briefly, these changes are as follows: 
Ingested as alcohol, the first reaction turns it into acetaldehyde; the second stage modifies acetaldehyde to acetic 
acid; and finally, the acetic acid is converted into carbon dioxide and water. 

Calcium carbimide, in common with disulfiram, acts by intercepting the oxidation of alcohol at the acetalde- 
hyde level by inhibiting one or more enzymes necessary for this process. The enzymic arrest of acetaldehyde 
oxidation induces flushing of the face (“mal rouge”) and fall in blood pressure, vomiting and nausea. The severity 
of the reactions varies considerably from person to person and depends, of course, on the amount of drug taken 
as well as on the amount of alcohol consumed in the challenge. 


Summary: 
The reactions induced by alcohol challenge of calcium carbimide and disulfiram are “mal rouge,” tachycardia, 
dyspnoea, hypotension, nausea, vomiting and drowsiness, but these reactions are much less severe with calcium 


carbimide. 
Calcium carbimide should never be administered to a patient in a state of intoxication, nor probably any sooner 
than 36 hours after the last consumption of alcohol. The drug should never be administered without the patient’s 


knowledge. 

Calcium carbimide should only be used under medical supervision on co-operating patients in association with 
all other available rehabilitative measures. 

Because of the relative lack of toxicity, and the less severe reactions induced by alcohol challenge, calcium 
carbimide may be used under the supervision of a general practitioner, because the need for hour-to-hour medical 
observation is obviated.

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Grandma’s Blood Tonic Becomes 
Modern Bull-Hormones

For many generations the natives of the Americas 
gathered the roots of the sarsaparilla, and these were 
utilised to produce herbal preparations which were 
considered to counteract blo disorders and other 
troubles. In India, the natives held this root in great 
esteem and ascribed other medicinal virtues to it. 

About 1563, Jamaica Sarsaparilla was brought to 
Europe by the Spaniards as a sure cure for syphilis, but 
later experiments demonstrated that it was not an 
absolute specific. Beatrice Du France says, in her “Agri- 
culture in the Americas,” that European physicians in 
the sixteenth century prescribed sarsaparilla not only 
for syphilis but also for certain skin diseases, scrofula 
and rheumatism. 

Sarsaparilla syrups are still used in some parts of 
the world as “carriers” for internal medicines, owing 
to their ability to increase the absorption of other drugs 
by the intestinal tract. 

But for some years peons in Mexico have been dig- 
ging up the long, slender, rambling roots and have 

rought these on their backs or loaded on donkeys 
and mules to be sent to Mexico City, where, in the 
laboratories, the bark is removed and the roots are 
pulverised and processed until only white, odourless 

stals remain. Then these are mixed with a saline 
solution chemically similar to the liquids of the human 
body, and are then either poured into ampules for in- 
jection purposes or pressed into tablets. 

The preparation obtained in this way from the sarsa- 
parilla root is Testosterone, the almost magic hormone 
from the glands of bulls which wards off old age. Until 
the production of testosterone from sarsaparilla had 
been devised as a result of the experiments of Buda- 
pest-born Dr. Emerick Solmo, the costs of the hormone 
obtained from animals almost prohibited the use of 
the preparation. 

Solmo had been living in Mexico for about twenty 
years, and based his experiments upon a tradition 
cherished by the peons that an infusion of the blood- 
red sarsaparilla roots was “good for weakness.” In- 
stead of rejecting this superstition, he investigated, and 
after thousands of laboratory and clinical tests on ani- 
mals and human beings, he proved that the sarsaparilla 
hormones possessed properties and powers identical 
with those of animal hormones. The result was new 
a of prolonged activity. 

he scientist continued to work upon new and efficient 
methods of extracting the hormone from the roots, and 
considered that the vast quantities growing wild in 
Mexico alone should be sufficient for many years, and 
it will not have to be cultivated there specially for the 
laboratories. About eight years ago he predicted that 
there might come a time when people all over the 
world would be able to “take their testosterone” as 
easily, and as cheaply, as they now have vitamins 
and aspirins. 

Prior to the extraction of testosterone from sarsa- 
parilla the product had been obtained, in small quanti- 
ties, and at an almost prohibitive cost, only from the 
glands and spinal cords of bulls. riments with the 
“bull hormone” produced results which were described 
as “sensational.” It was said that testosterone had 
pushed back old age for ten years or more. Both sexual 
vitality and the capability to work and concentrate, 


which sometimes declines as early as fifty years of age, 
were renewed. Testosterone was also found to be bene- 
ficial in clinical tests covering childbirth haemorrhage, 
angina pectoris and muscular atrophy. Citing a num- 
ber of cases in which physicians had treated advanced 
breast cancer with the hormone, “The Journal of the 
American Medical Association” concluded that “in cer- 
tain instances . .. large doses of testosterone pro- 
pionate apparently exert a favourable influence.” 

However, to obtain good results, the preparation had 
to be taken continuously or in large quantities. There 
was not enough of the hormone to fulfil the demands, 
and the price of one hundred dollars a gram placed it 
beyond the reach of all except a few wealthy persons. 

Then came the announcement from Mexico that tes- 
tosterone was being produced in large quantities from 
sarsaparilla at about one-tenth the cost of the animal 
hormone. 

Within a few months foreign markets had been ob- 
tained, and by 1947 testosterone tablets were bein 
sold freely in the drugstores of Mexico and Sou 
America. Probably the largest single purchase of 
sarsaparilla testosterone was that made by the medical- 
procurement section of U.N.R.R.A. of 72,000 ampoules 
to relieve critical cases of debility in war-devastated 
Yugoslavia and Greece. 

Although sarsaparilla and related members of the 
Smilax family are to be found in many tropical regions, 
the Americas possess a great advantage, as this raw 
material grows plentifully in Mexico, Central America, 
Jamaica and the warmer areas of South America. 

The roots are about the size of a goose quill, and run 
superficially under the ground, and only the root is 
used for medicinal purposes, and its action is diuretic 
and alterative. 

Indian Sarsaparilla (Hemidesmus Indicus) or Hemi- 
desmus or Country Sarsaparilla, is used in constitu- 
tional debility, chronic rheumatism and syphilitic skin 
diseases and ulcerations. It is obtained in cylindrical, 
transversely-cracked pieces, about six inches or more 
long and about 4 inch thick, with the corky layer often 
loosely attached, and is violet brown or of a reddish 
tint. The section shows a white, mealy, corky layer, 
somewhat violet-tinted, and a yellowish, woody centre. 
It has a pleasant, sweetish but slightly acrid taste, 
and its odour is very much like that of heliotrope. It 
is prepared as a B.P. Syrup (dose $-1 drachm). 

Honduras Sarsaparilla is generally imported in long, 
thin bundles, with few rootlets attached. Bales often 
consist of a cow’s hide. 

The so-called “Brown” Jamaica Sarsaparilla comes 
from Costa Rica. Vera Cruz or Mexican Sarsaparilla 
is free from “beard” or roots, and is usually attached 
to the root-stock. The orange-brown Jamaica native 
Sarsaparilla, with a starchy rind, is sometimes pre- 
ferred to the usual product. 

Jamaica Sarsaparilla (Smilax ornata), or Smilex 
medica or Smilax officinalis, contains active alterative 
principles, so that it is still held in high opinion as a 

lood purifier. It is mainly prescribed in conjunction 
with other remedies, such as Sassafras, Burdock, etc. 
Its root is rusty brown, cylindrical, about 3-4 inch in 
diameter, with countless slender rootlets, and is deeply 
furrowed longitudinally. The transverse section shows

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a brown, hard, non-mealy bark, and a porous central 
wood portion. It has a slight acrid taste, and has no 
odour. It forms the chief ingredient in the Concen- 
trated Compound of Sarsaparilla of the B.P. Prepara- 
tions—powdered root (dose $-1 drachm); fluid extract 
B.P. (dose 2-4 drachms); fluid extract U.S.P. (dose 
4-1 drachm); solid extract (dose 10-20 grains); Com- 
prund solution (dose 2-8 drachms); Compound Syrup 

S.P. (dose 4 drachms), and Smilacin (dose 2-5 
grains). 

Yellow Parilla (Menispermum Canadense), also 
known as Moonseed, Canadian Moonseed and Moon- 
seed Sarsaparilla, is considered to excel Jamaica Sarsa- 
parilla in the treatment of scrofula, syphilis, blood dis- 
orders and cutaneous disorders generally. It is also 
prescribed as a tonic and nervine, and can be given in 
cases of debility and dyspepsia. The root is cylindrical, 
about 7 inch thick, varying in rag bo and is finely 
wrinkled longitudinally, yellowish brown in colour, 
with slender, branching brittle rootlets, internally yel- 
low. It is nearly odourless and has a bitter taste. It 
is prepared as a wdered root (dose 4-1 drachm); 
fluid extract (dose 4-1 drachm), and Minispermin (dose 
1-4 grains). 

_. Bamboo Brier (Aralia nudicaulis) is also known as 
Wild Sarsaparilla, and is used by American Indians 
as an antisyphilitic. It has been employed with success 
as a blood purifier in rheumatic, scrofulous and cuta- 
neous affections. The decoction can be taken alone or 
combined with Burdock, Poke Root, Prickly Ash, 
Queen’s Delight and other herbal extracts (dose 3-1 
drachm). The root is rhizome, twelve or more inches 
long, about 3 inch in diameter, sometimes with crowded 
alternate branches at the upper end bearing terminal 
cup-shaped scars. The bark is greyish-brown, spongy, 
and wrinkled longitudinally. The transverse section 
shows a hard, porous, woody ring with a white central 
pith. Its taste is somewhat like ivy and it is mucila- 
ginous. 

So, the root used to provide the natives of India and 
America with a “cure for weakness,” and utilised by 
our forefathers for many generations as a blood puri- 
fier, has become the means of obtaining, on almost mass 
production lines, the bull-hormones of the modern 
scientist. 


HEPATITIS 


(From “The Lancet”) 

At the meeting of the Czechoslovak Society of Gastro- 
enterology and Nutrition in Carlsbad on September 
20-24 one of the main themes was hepatitis. 

Dr. V. Kubelka (Prague) has isolated a virus (the 
Motol virus) from the blood of patients with infective 


hepatitis. After one passage on the chorioallantoic 
membrane of nine-day-old chick embryos, it showed 
specific cytopathogenic effects in the course of 35 pas- 
sages in monkey-kidney-tissue cultures, although it 
failed to reveal such effects in Hela-cell culture. It 
caused fatal hepatitis in mice, and also agglutinated 
various animal erythrocytes in the cold. Intradermal 
injections of the inactivated formolised virus produced 
an allergic reaction in 60% of patients convalescing 
from hepatitis, compared with 15% of control subjects. 

Dr. A. K. Shubladze (Moscow) has also isolated’a virus 
from the blood of patients with hepatitis, and maintained 
it in chick-embryo fibroblast tissue-culture. Another 
strain from dog hepatitis has been grown in dog-kidney 
tissue-culture. Neither strain could be adapted to Hela 
cells. She noted certain similarities between the human 
and dog strains: both were associated with intranuclear 
elements in liver cells, and both had hepatoencephalo- 
tropic properties. The severity of canine hepatitis was 
much more pronounced if there is accompanying spon- 
taneous infection with Pasteurella pestis or a non- 


haemolytic streptogoccus. Synergistic bacterial and 
virus infection resulted in a mortality of almost 100%, 
compared with 10-20% among dogs affected only by 
virus hepatitis. Dr. Shubladze had not established the 
specificity of these various human and animal hepatitis 
viruses by serological means. They were antigenically 
related to viruses of the spring-summer and Japanese 
encephalitis group, but not to other neurotropic viruses 
such as Coxsackie, herpes, lymphocytic choriomenin- 
gitis, rabies, and equine encephalomyelitis. 

Since 1950, notification of infective hepatitis has been 
compulsory in Czechoslovakia, and this has aided epi- 
demiological studies. Dr. K. Raska (Prague) said that 
epidemics started in schools, and it was three times 
commoner in children attending nursery-schools. These 
school endemics had smould on for six to ten months, 
until prophylactic y-globulin had been introduced. 

Dr. J. Honejsi (Prague) suggested that the most satis- 
factory biochemical tests were the enzymatic ones, such 
as the level of serum-transaminase activity. Although 
more sensitive than the commonly used flocculation 
tests, none provided a specific diagnosis, which depended 
on virus isolation and the development of standard sero- 
logical and skin tests. 

Dr. I. B. Brick (Washington) drew attention to extra- 
hepatic manifestations which were sometimes over- 
looked, but often provided valuable pointers to the diag- 
nosis of chronic hepatitis or cirrhosis. They included 
white, ridged and clubbed nails, muscle wasting, red 

alms, xanthomas and pigmented creases, parotid en- 
argement, Dupuytren’s contractures, and vascular 
spiders. 

_Dr. J. Caroli (Paris) presented a strong case for com- 
bining diagnostic aspiration biopsy of the liver with 
direct inspection of the liver by laparoscopy and even 
laparophotography. Colour photographs obtained by 
peritoneal endoscopy aided anatomical classification, 
helped in assessing the prognosis, and, when recorded 
serially, were useful in evaluating the response to treat- 
ment. 

Dr. E. Klimkova (Prague) drew attention to the value 
of electroencephalography in evaluating the neuro- 
psychiatric sequelae. Although not specific, the slow 
waves might be helpful in following the course and 
assessing the response to therapy. Dr. J. Libansky 
(Prague) had analysed a series of twelve cases in which 
prolonged hyperbilirubinaemia had followed acute hepa- 
titis. This condition must be distinguished from Gil- 
a familial jaundice and from congenital haemolytic 
states. 


BRITISH BRAINS 


I have always maintained that the British are first- 
rate, fundamental thinkers. This opinion was proved 
by the results of a poll conducted by the University of 
Bridgeport. The university asked 1116 distinguished 
scientists in fifty countries to vote for the scientists 
who had made the most important discoveries not based 
upon previously known laws of nature. 

The candidates for election must have been dead at 
least ten years. When the votes were tabulated it was 
found that not one was American or Russian. Eight 
were English, five German, four from ancient Greece 
(as one would expect), and the rest were from France, 
Italy, Poland and Czechoslovakia. The English can 
well be proud of a contribution like this. ; 

We may however catch up. Basic research in this 
country has bene accelerating and broadening since 
World War II. Using the Nobel prizes as an indicator, 
the score to date is as follows:— 

Physics: U.S., 8; Russia, 3; all others, 11. 

Chemistry: U.S., 8; Russia, 1; all others, 8. 

Medicine and Physiology: U.S., 16; Russia, 0; all 
others, 9.

INACCURATE MEDICINE MEASURES 


The Editor, 
Sir,—The following experiment might be of interest. 
We took six commercial medicine measures from 

stock, and tested their accuracy, with water, and ob- 

tained the following results:

accuracy, do indicate that in the range where accu- 
racy is most required, viz., the measurement of medi- 
cines for young children, the percentage and actual 
error are greatest. This error ranges from 33% to 83% 
in the 3i dose and from 25% to 50% in the 3ii dose, 
whereas the range in the 3ss dose was from 4% to 16%, 
all in excess of the indicated dose. 

It would thus appear that there is no advantage in 
the use of these commercial measures over the use of an 
ordinary domestic spoon, which in some cases is more 
accurate than the measure.—Yours, etc.,

This includes 
nipping or filing off the points of the tushes of baby 
pige—do not break or splinter the tush, as it provides 
just the right avenue of entry for this germ. 


_ “Low levels of an organic iodide or antibiotic may aid 
in the prevention of this condition. 


“Treatment consists of destroying the severely af- 
fected pigs, as they never seem to do well. On the 
others, lance the “bull nose” area and swab with 5 per 
cent. CuSO, solution or tincture of iodide.” 


New Books 


“Wives Who Went to College.” Judith Hubback. Wil- 
liam Heinemann Ltd., London. Pp. viii, 163. Austra- 
lian price, 15/6. 


At the present time, when the life expectancy of 
women has increased and families are generally fairly 
small, a married woman, after having brought up her 
family to a reasonable state of independence, can look 
forward to many years when she can justify her edu- 
cation in a wider society than the family. Society 
urgently needs competent workers in many of the pro- 
fessions, particularly teaching, nursing and social ser- 
vices of all kinds, and here married women whose 
families are now “off hand” can contribute a great 
deal. 


It was for the purpose of finding out “how great a 
contribution highly educated women are making to 
society in different ways” that Judith Hubback carried 
out her research project. 


In doing this she had four aims. The first was to 
collect a large number of facts concerning the occupa- 
tion of married women graduates; this was done by 
a questionnaire (printed in the appendix in the form 
in which it was sent out to graduates of various uni- 
versities in England, Scotland and Wales). The second 
aim was to examine the facts obtained and discover 
whether many women graduates are mis-employed, as- 
suming here that complete domesticity does not offer a 
sufficiently wide life for a highly educated woman. Her 
third aim was to find out what types of suitable part- 
time work are available and being done by educated 
married women, and her final aim was to consider 
what form of education is best for really intelligent 
girls. 

The statement of these aims, the methods of research 
and answers given to the questionnaire occupy the first 
part of the book. 


Part two discusses whether society is making the 
most of available talent. Here the subject of part- 
time work is dealt with—the need for more oppor- 
tunities for part-time work, and the adjustments neces- 
sary both on the part of employee and employer. The 
author — out that much part-time work is already 
being done by married women with families in the 
fields of teaching, medicine and agg Ratna special 
arrangements have often been made cause of the 
serious shortage of full-time workers. A plea is also 
made for more part-time work to be made available in 
the field of social services, where educated women who 
— had families are often especially suited for the 
work. 


Money matters are also dealt with in the book, though 
the taxation details apply only to the United Kingdom. 
Finally, the question of the best type of education for 
intelligent girls is discussed. 


The problems of “wives who went to college” are 
the same in Australia as in England, and all that is 
said concerning married women with degrees applies 
equally well to the married woman pharmaceutical 
chemist, so that this book should make interesting 
reading for pharmacists here.—D.A.N.

Beecham’s Marketing Policy 


The Beecham Group until now has been one of the 
most vigilant firms in ensuring that individual retailers 
observe their minimum prices by instigating court 
action to bring to the notice of the price-cutter the 
full terms of sale. Unfortunately, now the Group has 
decided to release retailers of their beverages manu- 
factured by the Group from fixed retail prices. Luco- 
zade, Ribena, PLJ and Sun Orange Quosh are the 
products in question, and very large sales of the first 
two take place over the pharmacist’s counter. They 
have also reduced the price of Lucozade, Ribena and 
PLJ by 3d., of which half is being borne by the manu- 
facturer. It is estimated that over the next 12 months 
these reductions will represent a saving of around three- 
quarters of a million pounds to the housewife. In a 
statement to the trade, Beechams say: “It would be 
unrealistic to ignore the growing prevalence of price 
cutting and the problem that this presents to many 
areas of the retail trade; moreover, difficulties have 
been placed in the way of protecting retail prices of 
soft drinks by recent decisions in the» Courts. It has 
become increasingly evident that a growing sector of 
the retail trade, including many independent shops, 
is finding the traditional profit margins of these pro- 
ducts liberal enough to permit the voluntary reduction 
of selling prices in order to attract more customers. 
This situation lends substance to the view which has 
been forming in our minds for some time, that retailers 
would be willing and able to support us in reducing 
prices.” Price maintenance of toilet and cosmetic pre- 
parations manufactured by the Group will be continued. 
As it is only the large size of two of the products 
which has been reduced in price, the profit margin on 
the smaller sizes appears to be higher, and the “Retail 
Chemist” asks “and we wonder whether these con- 
ditions may not reverse one of the maxims of modern 
retail selling—not the larger size but the smaller’? 


Future of the Small Business 


There seems little future for the small pharmacy in 
Great Britain. Opening the Regional Conference of the 
National Pharmaceutical Union held at Shrewsbury, Mr. 
G. T. M. David, Chairman of the N.P.U., said that he 
regretted so many applications were turned down by 
the Business Purchase and Guarantee Fund, because 
the businesses were uneconomical. The number of 
private pharmacies was decreasing, and those with a 
turnover of less than £7000 a year were becoming 
unsaleable and closing down. The difficulty could be 
overcome by two or more pharmacists combining to 
raise the necessary deposit, and small pharmaceutical 
units could co-operate with each other. 


Inferences similar to Mr. David’s observations can 
be drawn from the columns of the trade press, and 
indeed the businesses advertised there have all a higher 
turnover than the £7000. One agent advertised 40 
businesses in a recent issue of the “Pharmaceutical 
Journal,” and only 25 per cent. of them had a turnover 
under the above figure.

The Hinchliffe Report 


At the Executive Council’s Conference, Mr. J. P. 
Dodds, an Under-Secretary at the Ministry of Health, 
said that action was being taken on the Hinchliffe Re- 
port on Prescribing. Agreement has now been reached 
on the form of the pate comprehensive prescribing 
manual, and copies will be sent to both general prac- 
titioners and doctors in hospitals, as soon as copies be- 
come availale. Further investigations into pricing 
methods are still in progress and it is hoped that exist- 
ing methods will be improved and better statistics will 
emerge. Medical schools are ready to respond to the 
suggestions on medical training and discussions are 
taking place with the Association of British Pharma- 
ceutical Industry on other aspects of the Report. Con- 
sultations are also going on with the professional bodies, 
including the British Medical Association, on collabora- 
tion in the formation of a clinical trials committee, to 
examine new drugs and interpret the results. 


Publication of a new journal, which would include 
this information, is still being considered. It could be 
reasonably inferred, from Mr. Dodds’ remarks, that 
some limitation of the amounts prescribed is a practic- 
able proposition, as he said that, before long, practi- 
tioners would be receiving a note dealing with the mat- 
ter of quantities, and making other recommendations. 


Hospital Pharmacists Debate 
In a debate in the House of Lords on November 19, 


‘Lord Stonham, who became Chairman of a Hospital 


Management Committee in the London area not long 
ago, appealed to the Government to give a fair deal to 
the ancillary non-medical staff, the pharmacists, radio- 
graphers, physiotherapists and the technicians; to the 
almoners and hospital secretaries. “We cannot continue 
to trade so shamefully as we are now doing on their 
devotion,” he said. The present shortage was serious 
enough, but the small number of students in training 
was even worse. How could it be otherwise, when the 
salary scales were so low and the prospects were so 
poor? Lord Stonham described the position in respect 
of pharmacists as a tragi-comedy. Referring to a recent 
inquest case, Lord Stonham said that he did not wish 
to comment on whether or not pharmacists were “pro- 
tectors-in-chief,” but what did the Government pay 
these “protectors-in-chief’? The commencing salary of 
a hospital pharmacist was less than £12 a week. That 
compared with £20 to £25 per week which the same 
man could get with retail firms or in manufacturing. So 
the hospitals were hopelessly understaffed, with only 
some 1300 pharmacists to man them. During sickness 
and holiday periods locums had to be employed, but 
“by Whitehall decree” the hospitals were not allowed 
to pay them more than £16/16/- a week. 


“The Pharmaceutical Journal,” however, refused to 
accept advertisements at that figure, so hospitals were 
permitted to advertise at 18 guineas a week. But the 
hospitals still did not get the locums. What happened 
was that hospitals’ prescriptions had to go out to local 
chemists and it cost the Treasury very much more. 
Surely, he said, “we are not going to permit a con- 
tinuance of this humiliating and expensive farce. I ask 
the Minister to initiate at once, in consultation with the 
professional bodies concerned, a review of the salaries 
and conditions of employment of non-medical staffs 
and at the same time—and this is vitally important— 
to improve the negotiating machinery. Because only if 
career prospects are satisfactory and training facilities 
extended shall we get the staff we so badly need.” 


In reply for the Government, Lord St. Oswald said 
that these matters were the concern of Whitley Councils 
and occasionally of the Industrial Court. During the 
past two years the salaries of hospitals staffs had im- 
proved, and in some cases substantially. 
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N.H.S. Topics 


One objection by pharmacists to the Health Service 
during the past ten years has been that individual pre- 
scriptions are not priced, but only those valued over 
5/-, and the remainder are averaged. Earlier this year 
it was agreed that those pharmacists dispensing under 
1250 prescriptions could have each individually priced. 
This number has been raised to 2000, and therefore 
approximately 90 per cent. of all contractors will have 
— prescriptions individually priced as from Decem- 


As a result of a poll of local medical committees it 
has been found that the majority are in favour of the 
standard edition of the British National Formulary and 
not the alternative edition indexed on a therapeutic 
basis. It is being suggested by the Formulary Commit- 
tee that the two editions should be published under one 
cover. 


A Beastly Drug 


At the Bow Street Magistrates’ Court, Sir Laurence 
Dunne, the Chief Metropolitan Magistrate, described 
Preludin as “a beastly and horrible drug.” He told a 
girl of 21, who was before him on a charge of incurring 
debt and obtaining credit by fraud, as well as obtaining 
two pairs of shoes by false pretences that “If you go 
on taking it, it will result in your complete physical 
and moral deterioration. It is a pity one can get this 
stuff so easily, but that is a matter for Parliament and 
not for me.” The girl, who admitted 19 similar offences, 
was put on probation for three years. The probation 
officer said that about two years ago she had wanted 
to take up modelling, but found she was too fat, and 
a medical student advised her to take Preludin. She 
had been taking it ever since, and it had such an effect 
that the store where she was employed had dismissed 
her on account of strange behaviour. 


No Free Drugs For Private Patients 


In last month’s News Letter the discussion in Parlia- 
ment on drugs for private patients was reported. Since 
then the Minister of Health, Mr. D. Walker-Smith, has 
stated that the Governmeni had, at present, no plans 
for legislation to allow private patients to obtain their 
drugs and appliances on the same terms as service 
patients. It seems, therefore, that the position will re- 
en unless a private Member brings forward 
a Bill. 


Elixir of Life? 

Considerable publicity has been given in the national 
press to the visit of Professor Aslan from Rumania, 
who has been lecturing in London on the use of procaine 
to effect regeneration in old age. Her claims only stop 
short of the discovery of the elixir of life. Dr. Aslan 
has been using procaine for elderly patients since 1951, 
and relief has been claimed for many conditions includ- 
ing cerebral arteriosclerosis and Senile Parkinsonism. 
Mental activity has been enhanced, hair and skin ap- 
pear healthier and a better muscle tone achieved, as 
well as improvements in circulation and breathing ca- 
pacity. By starting treatment between the ages of 40 
and 60, the ageing process can be delayed. Procaine is 
regarded by Dr. Aslan as a vitaminic factor, and she 
calls it H3. Medical opinion here seems that Dr. Aslan’s 
methods have not been submitted to close clinical trial, 
but her beliefs seem most sincere. A preparation is on 
the British market in the name Hz, but she has dis- 
sociated herself from this product. 


Causes of Bronchitis 


The incidence of bronchitis is much higher in Britain 
than in other European countries with similar climates. 
Dr. Philip Harvey, a London consultant physician, has 


stated in the “Medical Press” that the greatest single 
cause of bronchitis and emphysema is smoking, and 
the causal connection is closer than that established for 
cancer of the lung. But also, however, the pattern 
of incidence is distributed roughly in proportion to the 
degree of atmospheric pollution. ‘Lung cancer arising 
from cigarette smoking is seen now in younger age 
groups, due to school boys adopting the smoking habit.” 
Describing the evidence against tobacco as formidable, 
Dr. Harvey says: “Further proof is yielded by com- 
paring the fates of those that give up with those that 
continue to smoke and those that have never smoked 
. . . The death rate from bronchitis and cancer falls 
precipitously in those that stop smoking. Those who 
continue meet the anticipated and predictable fate. 
Linking smoking to bronchitis and winter chest disease 
helps explain the preponderance in men. . . .Smoking 
fails to explain the hea winter incidence of chest 
disease because people’s intakes remain the same in 
all seasons. Yet winter must provide that concatena- 
tion of conditions which promotes gross pulmonary 
morbidity.” Dr. Harvey insisted that bronchitis patients 
stop smoking. “Much time is spent in encouragement 
and explanation as to why the effort has to be made,” 
he states. “Our success rate is rather less than 50 per 
cent.” 


Vaccination Against Influenza 


The Ministry of Health is receiving a considerable 
number of enquiries about vaccination against influenza, 
both from the profession and members of the public. 
Therefore a notice has been issued pointing out that 
the decision whether vaccination is desirable or not in 
an individual case must rest with the general practi- 
tioner. It is also stated that from the expert advice 
available to the Minister there is at present no indica- 
tion of the likelihood of a major epidemic during the 
coming winter.‘ Further, it is not possible to identify 
in advance the particular strain of virus which could 
cause an epidemic. Accordingly no special arrange- 
ments are being made for vaccination against this ill- 
ness.

AMENDING PHARMACY ACT PASSED 


An Act to amend the Pharmacy Act of Tasmania was 
passed during the month. 


The main sections of the Bill relate to the qualifica- 
tions of pharmaceutical chemists, control of examina- 
tions by the Pharmacy Board, and exemption for sale 
of certain medicines and drugs. 


We reported recently that apprenticeship as a re- 
quirement for registration would abandoned as from 
the end of 1959 in Tasmania, and a course of continuous 
academic training, followed by a period of practical 
training, would be substituted. 


Authority for this is set out in the Bill which has been 
passed. 


The basic requirement for qualification now is that 
a person: “holds an approved qualification and has com- 
pleted such period of prescribed service as the Board 
may require.” A person will be deemed to hold an 
approved qualification if: 

(1) He has pursued a course of study approved by 

the Board; and 

(2) Has pussed such examinations as may be pre- 

scribed. 


Alternatively, he shall hold a degree or diploma in 
pharmacy approved by the Board, and shall pass such 
other examination as the Board may require in respect 
of persons holding that degree or diploma. 


The prescribed service must be carried out in a retail 
pharmacy, or in a Friendly Society’s dispensary in charge 
of a registered pharmaceutical chemist; or in a public 
hospital as assistant to a registered pharmaceutical 
chemist; or under the supervision of a pharmaceutical 
chemist registered in a State or country in which re- 
ciprocal provision is made in that regard. 


There is a provision that the Board shall not issue a 
certificate to any person that he is qualified for registra- 
tion, unless such person furnishes a declaration and 
such evidence as the Board requires by way of such 
a declaration that he has completed the requirements 
laid down. 

The Board is authorised by the Act to fix, with the 
approval of the Governor, fees to be paid by persons 
taking examinations. 


The Sale of Proprietary Medicines 


Section 39 of the principal Act has been repealed, and 
the following new provisions take its place: 

I By any person ata pee more than two miles from 
the nearest place of business of a registered phar- 
maceutical chemist of any patent or proprietary 
medicine or drug or of any medicine or drug in an 
unopened package bearing the. label of a regis- 
tered pharmaceutical chemist; or 

II By any person of any medicine or drug for the time 
being specified in the list formulated by the Board 
under sub-section (2) of this section. 

(2) For the purposes of paragraph II of sub-section 
(1) of this section, the Board may formulate a list of 
medicines and drugs which it considers may be sold 
otherwise than by registered pharmaceutical chemists, 
and may alter any such list.

SHOPLIFTING BY ROUGHLY-DRESSED LOUTS 


Three young louts (in early 20’s) have staged success- 
ful shopliftings of Chanel in the Newcastle district. 

In jeans and sweat-shirts, they enter a pharmacy, say- 
ing, “Want a bottle of Chanel for a sick auntie.” If the 
chemist comes out from the dispensary, one gets a sick 
headache, and the chemist is expected to return to the 
dispensary for a draught. When he returns they look 
at a different perfume, but don’t buy any at all.

Detective M. R. Jones said Abdullah had freely admit- 
ted his complicity in the matter. Abdullah had said 
he was approached on the night prior to November 3 
by another man, who gave him two capsules in a 
tobacco tin. He was instructed to give one of the cap- 
sules to Kimpton. Abdullah said on the morning of 
November 3 he put one capsule in a gauze bag tied to 
Kimpton’s bit and walked the animal around. As he 
did not know how long the drug would take to act, he 
had given it to the animal too early. 

Detective Jones said a man named Walter Douglas 
Green, a close associate of the horse’s owner, Clive 
Pinkerton, had seen Kimpton about 1.30 p.m. on Novem- 
ber 3. The horse was then being attended by Abdullah, 
who was employed by Pinkerton. The horse was dis- 
tressed and had been placed in the hands of the stipen- 
diary steward. Swabs were taken and showed a sus- 
picion of caffeine, while the urine swab was positive. 

Police Prosecutor, Sergeant J. H. Stobart, said Abdul- 
lah had a bad record, with numerous convictions for 
dishonesty, dating back to 1948.

LATE SHOPPING NOT TO BE INTRODUCED 


The Hon. J. J. Maloney, in a statement made in the 
Legislative Council on November 24, indicated clearly 
that the Government of New South Wales had no 
intention of re-introducing night shopping. 

He was replying to a question asked earlier by Major 
the Hon. H. P. Fitzsimons. He referred to statements 
in “The Sunday Mirror” to the effect that the Govern- 
ment was having a second look, and was proposing to 
alter shopping hours. 

The paper also asserted that public pressure for night 
shopping in New South Wales would force the Govern- 
ment to legislate for late trading early in the new year. 
It stated further that in the meantime the Department 
of Labour and Industry would close its eyes to late trad- 
ing through New South Wales. 

Mr. Maloney said the policy of the Australian Labor 
Party was against night shopping, and the Government 
did not intend to depart from it. As Minister for Labour 
and Industry, he would implement the policy of the 
Government that the laws enacted should be observed 
by everyone in the community. Shopkeepers in every 
part of the State, who had been warned against open 
defiance of the law, would be prosecuted each time 
they opened.

Maloney said the House was entitled to some 
Fa on shopping hours. 

Not one State in Australia allowed night shopping. 
He then outlined the position between Canberra and 
New South Wales. He said it was not the shopkeepers 
of Canberra who wanted night shopping and who 
brought about the introduction of night trading—it was 
the entry into Canberra of a large retail company; this 
company had found a legal loophole, and had taken 
advantage of it by trading at night. This had caused 
consternation in the commercial world in Canberra, 
which was opposed to night shopping. As a consequence, 
Canberra shopkeepers may trade not only on Friday 
night but on every other night of the week. 

Queanbeyan, New South Wales, was undoubtedly suf- 
fering as a consequence. There was nothing to do at 
night in Canberra, and the opening of shops provided 
a social outing, attracting people not only from Quean- 
beyan, but also from Goulburn, Yass and districts within 
a radius of 50 miles. 

Broken Hill and King’s Cross were often mentioned, 
and it was stated that the shops in these places stayed 
open until all hours. Newspapers had misrepresented 
the position. The position was, he explained, that there 
were certain goods which could legally be sold under 
certain conditions.

GUILD DEFENDS CHEMISTS AGAINST 
UNPRINCIPLED ATTACKS 


During a period of nearly two months, N.S.W. chemists 
were subjected to unprincipled attacks in the press. It 
is not good policy to attempt to reply whenever a dog 
barks, but the persistent and obviously stimulated attacks 
in the Sydney press made a rejoinder imperative. 

The Federal Director of Public Relations, Mr. K. Atti- 
will, journeyed to Sydney, where he arranged for the State 
President of the Guild, Mr. L. W. Smith, and the Secret- 
ary, Mr. Alan Conolly, to be interviewed by “The Sydney 
Morning Herald” ace reporter. 

Following this interview, the article hereunder 
— in “The Sydney Morning Herald” on Decem- 

er 1:— 


50 p.c. Mark-up Is Not Excessive, Chemists Claim 
By A Special Reporter 


Although the average mark-up on drugs and goods 
sold in pharmacies is more than 50 per cent., chemists 
do not regard this as excessive, and the average chemist 
earns only £40 in a working week of 50 to 55 hours. 

This was the burden of an argument in defence of 
chemists last week by the president of the New South 
Wales branch of the Federal Pharmaceutical Service 
Guild of Australia, Mr. L. W. Smith, and the branch 
secretary, Mr. A. E. Conolly. 

In a two-hour discussion they answered criticisms 
levelled at chemists in newspapers and magazines over 
the past six months. 

Mr. Conolly, an accountant, who has been secretary 
of the N.S.W. branch of the guild for several years, pro- 
duced the guild’s latest wholesale and retail price-list 
to show chemists’ profit margins. 

The price-list shows, besides prices, the percentage 
mark-up on each line. 

The “mark-up” column has four indicator letters: 

A*—Mark-up on cost of 66-2/3 per cent. or over. 

A—50 per cent. or over. 

B—33-1/3 per cent. to 50 per cent. 

C—Less than 33-1/3 per cent. 


Discounts by Wholesalers 


The mark-up calculations do not take into account any 
discounts allowed by the wholesalers for parcel buying 
or quick payment. 

A check of the price-list showed that about half the 
5,000 lines listed carry a mark-up of 50 per cent. or more 
on wholesale cost. 

Mark-ups of 66-2/3 and above apply mainly to slow- 
moving, low-priced lines. 

For instance, a line of “baby trainers” is marked up 
from 3/8 wholesale to 7/3 retail. 

One brand of kidney pills in three sizes is marked-up 
from 1/9} to 2/11, 2/84 to 5/- and 3/9 to 7/6—the last 
figure a mark-up of 100 per cent. 

This same manufacturer has 26 items of his assortment 
of 43 creams, ointments, tablets and pills with a mark- 
up of more than 66-2/3 per cent. 

However, few members of the public would recognise 
this manufacturer’s name and the goods are not fast- 
selling. 

The products of the most widely known firms of 
suppliers are in the 50 per cent. mark-up class. 

Competition Effect’ 

Producing these figures, Mr. Conolly said there seemed 
to be a persistent feeling that chemists overcharged. 
They want to dispel that feeling. 

If there were any tendency to overcharge it would be 
prevented by competition between chemists. There had 
been a big increase in the number of chemis‘s since the 
war. 

I asked: “How could this occur when all chemists 
operate on the fixed price list?” 

Mr. Conolly: “I mean that competition would prevent 
anyone charging above the list price.”

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He produced a statement prepared by the guild in 
October for the Commonwealth Health Department, 
claiming that a survey in Victoria and N.S.W. had shown 
the average pharmacy earned a net profit of £2,800 on 
an average turnover of £16,600. 

Allowing £800 return (10 per cent.) on the £8,000 
average capital ge ee to buy and stock a pharmacy, 
the chemist would have about £2,000 a year for his 
work. 

Mr. Conolly said this would mean the equivalent of 
£29 to £30 at the 40-hour week rate, with no penalty 
for overtime during the usual working week of 50 to 
55 hours. 

Mr. Smith, a practising pharmacist of long experience, 
said a stopwatch check had shown a pharmacist took 
an average of 10 minutes to compound an eight ounce 
mixture of fluids and 12 minutes if solids were included. 

These and other timed observations showed that the 
wages of a dispenser, allowing for holidays and all other 
labour requirements, had to be charged to the customer 
at the rate of 30/- to 36/- an hour. 

Yet, under the National Health Scheme, the Common- 
wealth paid at the rate of only 15/- an hour. 


Mr. Conolly said most complaints of overcharging 
aired in the Press concerned the cortisone group of drugs, 
which were outside the free medicine scheme. 

Breaking down the charge of 28/- for cortisone ear 
drops, prescribed by a doctor, he said there was a dis- 
pensing fee of 2/-; the drug cost the chemist 15/4, to 
which the chemist added 50 per cent. mark-up, 8/8; a 
total of 28/-. 

I asked: “If the chemist is making 8/8 profit, some 
people think it is difficult to justify an extra 2/- dispens- 
ing fee when all he has to do is scrape off the manufac- 
turers’ label and put on his own?” 

Mr. Conolly said: “The dispensing fee is entirely 
separate and the profit, or mark-up, was never intended 
to take care of the professional fee.” 

I said: “If the guild is sensitive of criticism on this 
point, why not change the practice?” 

Mr. Smith: “But where would you stop? If you abol- 
ish the dispensing fee in this case, you would have to 
forget about it altogether.” 

Asked whether the price to the customer could not be 
lowered by reducing the mark-up or cutting out the 
dispensing fee, Mr. Conolly replied: “It’s not just a matter 
of scraping the maker’s label off and putting on your own. 
It requires time and knowledge to choose the right drug, 
put the right label on and check the dosage. 


Drug Fashion 


“Then there’s a fashion in ethical drugs like these, and 
sometimes you find the fashion changes and leaves you 
with a lot of useless stock.” 

He recalled that chemists had suffered severe losses 
when “sulfa” tablets went out of fashion. 

By putting his own label on a drug, the chemist under- 
wrote it, certifying with his label that it conformed to 
the doctor’s requirement. 

Mr. Smith said the guild would not subscribe to the 
idea of censoring a manufacturer’s advertising matter, 
or anything of that nature. 

However, the guild would frown on a statement that 
a product possessed virtues that, therapeutically, it did 
not possess.” 

Mr. Conolly: “It’s not our function to assess the pro- 
duct. In Victoria the Government can do that under 
the Patent Medicines Act.” 

I asked: “Do you think there should be a similar Act 
here?” 

Mr. Smith: “No. I’ve heard a lot of complaints about 
the Victorian Act from both retailers and manufacturers.” 

We went on to discuss the growing importance of non- 
dispensed sales by chemists.

Mr. Smith said a cost accountant would have to agree 
a chemist would be better off if he closed his dispensary 
and concentrated on other pharmacy items. 


The skill of compounding was not as high as when he 
entered the profession many years ago. 


I asked about a report that chemists had black-listed 
a well-known English firm’s elastic bandage product 
because the firm had withdrawn the “chemist only” 
franchise and now sold openly through supermarkets 
and chain stores. 


Mr. Conolly said: “That product was sold through 
chemists only. , The distributors decided to sell it any- 
where, and we said, ‘Well, we won’t sponsor your 
product.’ 


“So we are now selling another line, for which we 
have sole distribution. If people want the other ban- 
dage they can still 2»t it, but we won’t sell it.” 


Dispute With Government 


Mr. Smith said there were many “chemist only” lines, 
and this had been the practice since the inauguration 
of the guild. 

I asked Mr. Smith and Mr. Conolly about the guild’s 
dispute with the Federal Government over the 5/- dis- 
pensing fee which the Government plans to introduce 
in an attempt to reduce the high cost of the so-called 
free medicine scheme under the National Health Service. 

[The plan is that chemists will collect 5/- from the 
customer for each item dispensed on a prescription.] 

Chemists would collect the 5/- for remittance to the 
Health Department. 

The Government has suggested allowing the friendly 


societies’ dispensaries to waive the 5/- for bona-fide 
members only.] 

Mr. Conolly said chemists objected to acting as unpaid 
tax collectors for the Government and also to friendly 
societies being exempted from the charge. 

It would mean a drift of business to the friendly 
societies. 

“It Is Unjust” 

The friendly societies could afford to waive the charge 
because they collected capitation fees and had vast 
resources in invested funds. f 

Mr. Smith said chemists would have difficulty in col- 
lecting the 5/- from many customers. 

“Do Not Have To Make Profits” 

He said: “We bitterly resent the friendly societies 
being allowed to waive the 5/-. We say it is unjust pre- 
ferential treatment to a selected group without good 
grounds.” 

I asked: 
nothing?” 

Mr. Smith: “That is a very good question. 
know yet.” 

Mr. Conolly: “Theirs is a co-operative movement and 
they do not have to make profits.” 

I said: “They have to employ dispensers and you said 
earlier that chemists do not make much profit above 
dispenser’s wages.’ 

“We don’t mind operating against them on the basis 
of even competition. We have done it for years and 
will continue to do it. But we object to them getting 
preferential treatment.” 

Mr. Smith and Mr. Conolly said the guild had plans 
to fight the Federal Government strongly on the 5/- 
charge and was prepared to make it the biggest battle

FURTHER AMENDMENTS TO THE POISONS LIST 
AND THE REGULATIONS UNDER THE POISONS ACT 


Further amendments to the Poisons List and the Regu- 
lations under the Poisons Act were published in the 
Government Gazette on December 4. 

The effect of these amendments is as follows:— 

(1) Poisons List. 

(a) Carbetapentane and its salts (Toclase) are added 
to the Third Part of Schedule One as Cautionary 
Drugs. 

(b) Ethinamate has been added to the previous entry 
for Methylpentynol, etc., in Schedule Three, 
Restricted Drugs. 

(c) The entry in Schedule Three, Restricted Drugs, 
for Rauwolfia has been extended so as to read, 
“Rauwolfia, its alkaloids, their salts, their 
derivatives and their salts.” 
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(2) Regulations. 

(a) Carbetapentane and its salts have been added 
to Regulation 4 (1) (a) (i), thus requiring them 
to be labelled—‘“Caution. Use strictly in accord- 
ance with the directions.” 

(b) The maximum permitted concentration of 
Fluoroacetic Acid or its salts in prepared baits, 
as set out in the proviso to Regulation 13, has 
been increased from 0.04 per cent. to 0.08 per 
cent. 

(c) The previous entry for Methylpentynol, etc., in 
Regulation 18(1)(a) has been enlarged by 
adding Ethinamate. 

(d) The extended entry for Rauwolfia has been sub- 
ad for the previous entry in Regulation 

),(a).

FOOD PREMISES 


A proclamation published in the Government Gazette 
on December 9 sets out the various fees payable for 
licensed premises, etc., under the Health Act. 

Fees for registration of food premises are: 

(a) Where not more than five persons (including 

the proprietor and his family) are employed £2 
(b) Where more than five persons are employed 
—for each additional person .... .. .. 2/6 

In some municipalities local health inspectors have 
required pharmaceutical chemists who stock packed 
invalid or baby foods to register. 


CONVICTION FOR — LAYING POISON 


Stanley Clifford Ballinger was proceeded against in 
the Ballarat Court on October 25 for illegally laying 
poison baits contrary to Section 79 of the Poisons Act 
1958, and was fined £5. Evidence was given by the 
police that the defendant had admitted placing strych- 
nine baits on his property because dogs were worrying 
his sheep. Five dogs and one cat had been poisoned 
in two days. 


The strychnine was purchased from a pharmaceutical 
chemist and the poison entry had been made in the 
Poisons Book. 


FAILURE TO RECORD SALE OF WEEDKILLER 
BRINGS FINE 


At the Melbourne Court of Petty Sessions on De- 
cember 12, 1959, the Myer Emporium Ltd. was pro- 
ceeded against by the Pharmacy Board on a charge of 
failing to enter the sale of a preparation containing 
arsenic in a book kept for this purpose, contrary to 
Regulation 40 (13) of the Poisons Regulations. 


The company was also charged with selling a prepara- 
tion of arsenic in a container which was not labelled 
with the name and address of the seller. 


The company was convicted on both charges, and was 
fined £3 with £8/12/- costs on the charge of failing to 
obtain a signature in the Poison Book, and £3 with 
£7/12/- costs on the charge of failing to affix their name 
and address to the package. 


PHARMACY AT SELF-SERVICE GROCERY 


“The Ret .! Weekly,” Sydney, reports that a phar- 
macy is being established adjacent to a self-service 
grocery store in Chapel Street Prahran. 


The heading to the article is very misleading. It 
reads: “Grocery Instals Pharmacy.” The text, however, 
indicates that the intention is that portion of the premises 
will be leased to a pharmaceutical chemist. 

The proprietor of the self-service store, Mr. Sol Ruben- 
stein, purchased a shop occupied by a chemist next door 
to his present store, to enable him to extend. He then 
agreed to lease portion of his store to Mr. A. Rotman, a 
qualified pharmaceutical chemist. The article states 
that the pharmacy will be outside the check-outs. It 
will operate on a service basis and have three counters. 
Between the couriers there will be four chiropody 
cubicles, over which a dispensing section will be built 
as a mezzanine. 


SALE OF SPECIFIED DRUGS TO UNAUTHORISED 
PERSONS 


Wholesalers Fined 


At the Malvern Court of Petty Sessions on December 
10, 1959, Vema Distributors Pty. Ltd. was charged by the 
Pharmacy Board with supplying a Specified Drug, to wit 
Sulpha G, contrary to Regulation 31(3) of the Dangerous 
Drugs Regulations. 

Evidence was given that this company had supplied 
Sulpha G to a person who was not authorised to be 
in possession under the Dangerous Drugs Regulations. 

The company were convicted and fined £20 with 
£10/10/ costs. 


At the Melbourne Court of Petty Sessions on Decem- 
ber 12, 1959, D. G. Officer Pty. Ltd. was proceeded 
against by the Pharmacy Board on a charge of supplying 
a Specified Drug, to wit Sulpha Nox, contrary to the 
provision of Regulation 31(3) of the Dangerous Drugs 
Regulations. 

Evidence was given that this company had supplied 
this product to an unauthorised person. 

The company was convicted and fined £2 with £11/15/-

MEDICAL PRACTITIONER FINED FOR BREACH OF 
DANGEROUS DRUGS REGULATIONS 


Dr. Hyman Bernard Raises, 751 Nepean Highway, 
East Brighton, was charged in the Brighton Court of 
Petty Sessions on September 22 that between January 
1, 1958, and August 8, 1958, he failed to enter in the 
Dangerous Drugs Register particulars of all Dangerous 
Drugs obtained or dispensed by him, contrary to Regu- 
lation 22 (2) of the Dangerous Drugs Regulations 1930. 
Sen.-Det. Salisbury of the Police Drug Bureau said that 
he went to the premises in Nepean Highway, Brighton, 
on August 1, 1958, in company with Sgt. Ritchie. They 
inspected Dr. Raises’ Dangerous Drugs Register. They 
informed Dr. Raises that from inspection of records at 
a wholesale drug warehouse they believed 600 ampoules 
of Pethidine had been obtained by the doctor. His 
Register showed only 200 amps. received. When asked 
for a reason he replied: “I don’t know. I am no clerk.” 


There were no entries in the Dangerous Drugs Regis- 
ter for 600 amps. of Dromoran, allegedly obtained from 
a wholesale supplier. 


Dr. Raises said he had given some to his patients; 
omission from the records was just neglect. 


Inspection of the surgery disclosed Dangerous Drugs 
in possession which had not been entered in the Regis- 
ter. The defendant did not appear in Court, but was 
represented by Mr. Ralph Friedman, who informed the 
Court that arrangements had been made to obtain 
medical attention for his client. 


A penalty of £50 was imposed. 


PHARMACY BOARD EXAMINATIONS

The Committee dealt with the matter of selection of 
students for 1960. As approximately 400 applications 
had been filed, and accommodation would not be avail- 
able for that number, the Committee recommended 
selection should take place as in previous years. 

It recommended also that the number of students 
selected should be 200, if that number of applicants 
with suitable qualifications were available. 

The Committee was of opinion that even if the num- 
ber of applications did not exceed the numbers of 
places available in any year, all applicants should be 
interviewed by a member of the College staff and a 
member of the Council, at least, before acceptance. 

Mr. Johnson said that considerable discussion took 
place on the question of supplementary examinations. 
They would continue for students finishing under the 
old course. 

No specific recommendation was made regarding pro- 
cedure in the case of students who failed in one sub- 
ject or more under the new course. 

Mr. Oxley said he was of the opinion that it would 
be harsh to require students who failed in one subject 
narrowly to repeat the whole year. He submitted a 
memorandum on the subject for consideration by the 
Council. 

Consideration was given by the Committee to general 
arrangements for 1960, and a proposal emanating from 
the Society of Hospital Pharmacists concerning instruc- 
tion in the handling of radioactive isotopes. 

The report was received, and a suggestion by Mr. 
Johnson that a further meeting of the Committee be 
held before the end of the year to consider Mr. Oxley’s 
memorandum was adopted. 

Ethics Committee.—Mr. Johnson reported that two 
meetings of the Committee were held during the month, 
and progress was made with the task of preparing a 
draft of a Code of Professional Conduct. He hoped that 
this would be completed and ready for submission to 
the Council early in the new year.—Report received. 

Museum Committee.—Mr. Johnson reported that a 
meeting of the newly constituted Museum Committee 
was held on November 24. He, together with Mr. A. T. 
S. Sissons, Mr. G. L. Roseby, Mr. F. H. Burton and the 
Secretary, were in attendance. f 

The question of furnishing and equipping the Museum 
was considered. The Committee made a suggestion that 
some firms might be approached with a request that 
they consider donating museum cases, etc. The Com- 
mittee recommended, also, as the Museum would be 
known as the Sigma Museum, discussion on this and 
related matters might take place with representatives 
of the Sigma Company Ltd 

Mr. G. L. Roseby had offered to place on permanent 
loan in the new Museum his very fine collection of drug 
jars and old books of pharmaceutical interest, subject 
to three stipulations. The Committee considered this 
to be a very generous offer, and recommended its ac- 
ceptance. 

Mr. Johnson said that Mr. Roseby was a very keen 
collector, and was taking a great interest in the College 
Museum. He had made certain suggestions about ob- 
taining further exhibits, and had made arrangements 
for a series of photographs of the old building to be 
taken before it was vacated. The Committee recom- 
mended that the offer be accepted. 

The report was received and adopted. 

Appointment of Teaching Staff for 1960.—A memo- 
randum was received from the Dean, recommending 
that members of the teaching staff for 1959 be re- 
appointed for 1960.

Commonwealth News 


THE NATIONAL HEALTH BILL 


A notable feature of the debate on the National Health 
Bill, which passed all stages in the Federal Parliament 
last month, was the complimentary comments of mem- 
bers of both sides of the House concerning the services 
rendered by pharmacy. Typical of these statements 
was that by Mr. P. J. Clarey, M.H.R. The following 
extract from Mr. Clarey’s speech is taken from Hansard: 


“One must say that from the inception of medical 
benefits, away back in the 1940’s, the chemists have 
given the fullest co-operation to whatever Government 
was in the power at the time their co-operation was 
being sought. It has been given freely and in full 
measure, and for that reason I feel that in the particular 
alterations now being made the Government of the 
day should show its appreciation of the co-operation 
given by the pharmacists by at least treating them in 
a manner which will enable them to be free of a good 
many of the difficulties they are experiencing at the 
present time... 


This proposal in regard to the 5/- fee for prescrip- 
tions might well wreck the whole scheme of pharma- 
ceutical benefits. At the present time the chemists are 
very dissatisfied with the deal they are receiving from 
the Government. The Minister may be making some 
progress in his negotiations with them. Whether he is or 
not I do not know; but I do know that the chemists 
are exceedingly dissatisfied with the treatment they are 
receiving compared with the medical profession . . 

I sincerely hope that action will be taken to see that 
if there cannot be consultation and agreement with the 
chemists, their matters can be decided by an authority 
with an independent chairman or arbitrator. This will 
enable justice to be done.”

Correspondence.—To Mr. T. B. Evans, Federal Sec- 
retary, advising the Committee has given consideration 
to the Guild’s future pricing negotiations with the Go- 
vernment respecting dispensing under the Pharmaceu- 
tical Benefits Scheme. It views with great disfavour 
any recommendation of a lower mark-up on cost. Stat- 
ing this, Committee considers it is essential that a plebis- 
cite of all Guild members should be taken before any 
final agreement is reached with the Government con- 
cerning the future working of the Pharmaceutical Bene- 
fits Scheme. 


Reply, advising that at this stage no definite figure 
has been agreed upon, as negotiations are still proceed- 
ing. A Federal Council meeting has been called for 
December 13, and it is anticipated that the terms and 
conditions will be available at that date. It was also 
advised that at the annual meeting of the Federal Coun- 
cil it was agreed that a plebiscite of all Guild members 
will be taken, when the terms and conditions are known, 
so that members can decide whether they are satis- 
factory to them. 


To Federal Secretary, re the Guild’s Fighting Fund, 
stating Queensland is of the opinion that as the original 
approach for subscribers to the Fighting Fund was made 
by the Guild Federally, so should the follow-up to non- 
subscribers also come from Federal Office. 


To Federal Secretary, inquiring whether it would be 
possible for an article to be included in “Gilseal News” 
setting out the allowable items on Taxation Deduction 
Cards. Another suggestion was that the article be avail- 
able in sheet form, and several copies made available to 
each member. The chemist would then be able to pass 
the instructions on to his shop staff, so that they are sure 
that what they are including on customers’ taxation de- 
duction cards are allowable items. 


The Secretary stated a reply had just been received 
from the Federal Secretary, sending copy of an article 
which will appear in the December issue of the “Gil- 
seal News.” The Federal Secretary also advised that 
there would be spare copies of this article for distribu- 
tion to members, setting out the facts of allowable 
taxation deductions. 


On perusal of this material it was felt that there could 
be an alteration in wording to No. 1. Further, it would 
be preferable if No. 3 paragraph became No. 2 and vice 
versa. The Secretary was requested to pass these views 
on to the Federal Secretary, so that the necessary ad- 
justments could be made if possible. 


To Mr. K. Bate, Chief Pharmacist, Commonwealth De- 
partment of Health, inquiring if representations could 
be made to the Commonwealth Medical Officer, request- 
ing that medical practitioners throughout the State be 
advised of the requirement respecting the age of chil- 
dren being included on prescriptions for flavoured sus- 
pensions and flavoured antibiotics when prescribed 
under the Pharmaceutical Benefits Scheme.—Reply, ad-

To Mr. E. W. Heindorff, advising that Mr. R. M. Ward 
will represent this organisation on the Taxation Stand- 
ing Committee for 1960. 


From Mr. D. J. Killen, M.P. for Moreton, advising, 
even though the debate has gone from the House of 
Representatives, this does not necessarily preclude 
remedial administrative action. Inquiring whether he 
could be informed of any hardship upon the members 
of the Guild in the administration of the legislation — 
Mr. Nichol expressed the opinion that the Committee 
should advise Mr. Killen that the Executive would be 
pleased to meet him and have further discussion with 
him at any time concerning this question. Mr. Nichol 
said he thought a talk with Mr. Killen was preferable 
to writing to him. 


Other members of the Committee agreed, and it was 
recommended that Mr. Killen be advised that if pos- 
sible the Executive would be pleased to meet him. 


_ Mr. N. C. Cossar, Chairman of the “A.J.P.,” inquir- 
ing whether members of the Guild have any sugges- 
tions to offer for marketing new books and distribution 
of publicity in the interests of pharmacy. Also if there 
are any ideas for improving the “P.P. Guide.” Mr. 
Lenehan suggested a reminder to members on the next 
meeting notice, so that meanwhile they could give some 
thought to this inquiry and possibly submit their views 
at the next Committee meeting—This suggestion was 
agreed to. 


From Miss Everett, Secretary, Southside Zone, ask- 
ing whether something could be done to clarify the 
position of a chemist dispensing a repeat pharmaceu- 
tical benefit prescription requiring a special authority. 
The chemist has no way of finding out when the 
authority expires—The Chief Pharmacist, Mr. Bate, ad- 
vised that if prescriptions are returned to a chemist 
because the authority quoted does not apply to those 
prescriptions, and the chemist is unable to have the 
matter satisfactorily adjusted by the doctor concerned, 
the matter should be referred to his department. It was 
resolved that the Secretary of the South Side Zone 
should be advised of the official reply. 


From Chief Health Officer, Brisbane City Council, 
thanking the Guild for its co-operation and assistance 
in organising the Diabetic Diagnostic Drive. 


Federal Delegate’s Report.—Mr. Martin said all mem- 
bers had received a copy of the progress report from 
the Federal President, and also the letter sent by the 
Federal President to every Committee member. This 
provided the picture to date concerning the wording of 
the National Health Bill. Mr. Martin reported that a 
special meeting of the Federal Council would be held 
in Sydney on December 13. Mr. Nichol and he would 
be present. 


Mr. Eberhardt said he was of the opinion that when 
pharmacists began to charge the 5/- fee it would be help- 
ful if an explanatory pamphlet was available, explaining 
to the customer who gets the 5/-.

The welcome took the form of a dinner, with the 
President of the Pharmaceutical Society, Mr. D. J. Pen- 
hall, as the host on behalf of the company. 

After the loyal toast had been honoured and most of 
the meal had been consumed, Mr. Penhall spoke as 
follows:— 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: We have come here tonight 
to honour as our guests Mr. and Mrs. Reynolds. We are 
all indeed most happy to have you with us, and hope that 
in the course of the evening you will meet everyone. 

When the news first came to me that our old friend 
Mr. Lipsham was going to retire from the staff of the 
Pharmacy Department I, and I know many others, were 
most sorry to lose him. 

He has carried the banner of pharmacy in this State 
for many years, and gained the admiration and respect 
of Australian pharmacists. 

Then to pharmacy in this State came the news that 
Mr. Reynolds was to succeed Mr. Lipsham as senior 
lecturer. As you all know, Mr. Reynolds has come

to us from Grahamstown, South Africa, and is a gradu- 
ate of the London University in Great Britain. 

_Those of us who have spent some time with him 
since his arrival will agree that there could be no more 
suitable person to take up the challenge of pharmacy 
education in this State, and continue the forward drive 
we have always enjoyed. 

I take this opportunity of welcoming you both and 
wishing you a happy life in Adelaide. May you make 
many lasting friendships with those you meet.” 

A little later in the evening the President asked the 

guest to make a few remarks on behalf of his wife 
and himself. Mr. Reynolds said: 
_ “Mrs. Reynolds and I wish to thank you all for honour- 
ing us with your presence here this evening. We have 
been very pleasantly surprised with your city and at 
the generosity of its people; everyone has been most 
kind, helpful and co-operative. We have moved around 
the world a little and have consequently learned to 
reject the naive optimism associated with our earlier 
moves. However, in this particular instance we were 
far too conservative in our hopes and expectations. 
South Australia is more than generous. 

“Certain aspects of daily living require reorientation 
in the new environment. The lack of d_ nestic help, so 
cheap and plentiful in the Union of South Africa, is 
no mean factor in this respect. It may be of some 
interest to you if I make a few random observations 
on South Africa. 

We lived for almost five years in Johannesburg, on 
the Witwatersrand. We consider that Johannesburg 
has the lowest cost of living, concomitant with big city 
facilities, of anywhere in the Western world. The 
standard of living for the oe was generally high 
or very high, as witnessed by the very great number of 
large American cars, which are much cheaper than in 
Australia (a Chevrolet costs about £1250), and by the 
profusion of magnificent homes, again a much cheaper 
commodity than in South Australia. Labour-saving 
household appliances do not enjoy the high sales so 
ebviously experienced in South Australia. The female 
native servant, who could be hired for £5 a month, makes 
such items less of a necessity. There is as yet no tele- 
vision service in South Africa, due in part perhaps to 
the fact that “canned programmes” in the English lan- 
guage would not foster the correct degree of insularity, 
which is an important cornerstone of Afrikaans culture. 

“Pharmacies are very numerous on the Witwatersrand 
and in the other large cities, due in part to parental 
finance being made readily available to many young 
qualified pharmacists. 

Competition is vigorous, and many, many pharmacists 
stocked a large range of toys, jewellery and bric-a-brac, 
which could hardly be considered as the normal phar- 
maceutical merchandise. However, in many instances 
it does appear that the trading profit on such items 
represents a large portion of the net profit of the phar- 
macy. There appears to be no organisation in South 
Africa which is so effective as the Australian Federal 
Guild of Pharmacists, in furthering the interests of the 
retail pharmacist. The country pharmacies often give 
the impression of being general stores, although there 
is a very great demand for veterinary products. Most 
country pharmacists make a speciality of counter- 
prescribing to offset the economic stricture imposed by 
the dispensing medical practitioner; a great “bone of 
contention” yet to be satisfactorily resolved. | : 

“TI would like to thank Mr. Penhall for his earlier 
remarks, which I feel were more than generous.

Government 5/- Dispensing Plan.—The Federal Dele- 

ate, Mr. Cotterell, read correspondence from Federal 

ffice on various aspects of the Government 5/- dis- 
pensing plan. He reported that a meeting of the Federal 
Council, to be held in Sydney, had been called for De- 
cember 13 to discuss the Government dispensing plan 
and a voluntary insurance scheme for medicines. 


It was resolved after discussion to write to the Federal 
President requesting that the fullest possible informa- 
tion on both the subjects on the agenda be made avail- 
able to the S.A. State Branch Committee to enable the 
Federal delegates to be instructed at a special meeting 
of the State Branch Committee to be held on Decem- 


ber 9. 


Wrapping Paper, Etc._-The Chairman Trade and Com- 
merce Committee (Mr. Lean) informed the meeting 
that a letter had been sent accepting the quotes given 
by National Paper Industries for the supply to South 
Australian members of wrapping papers, satchels, Kemy 
bags, etc. 


It was understood that the company had written to 
the Federal Merchandising Manager submitting quotes 
for supplies to other States. 


The company had been asked ty confer with the Guild’s 
advertising agents and then to submit designs for the 
approval of the State Branch Committee. 


As soon as this had been done members will be in- 
formed as to the types of paper, bags, etc., and the prices 
at which they will be available. 


Guild Publicity and Merchandising Plan.—The Presi- 
dent reported that the Publicity Sub-Committee had 
met and conferred with the manager and staff of the 
Guild’s advertising agent, Geo. Patterson Pty. Ltd., and 
formulated a plan for the Christmas campaign to be 
undertaken by both press and radio. 


A report was also presented on the recent visit to 
Barmera, when the Publicity Sub-Committee met a 
well-attended gathering of members from the Upper 
Murray in conference, and the results were very satis- 
factory, keen interest being displayed in the adver- 
tising programmes arranged for that area. 


Arrangements are also in hand for a visit to Port 
Pirie on December 5 to meet members from the sur- 
rounding areas. 


Robinsons Patent Groats and Barley.—The Secretary 
reported on his a to the Prices Commissioner 
as to the prices of these items, and it was decided to 
take up the matter of price with the manufacturers 
Suggesting a review of the mark-up. 


Parker Estate.—The President informed the meeting 
that the State Branch Executive with Mr. E. Lloyd Miller 
had inspected the building belonging to this estate, and 
found that it was suitable for Guild requirements.

The members felt that the official de- 
cision was not in the interests of potential pharmacists, 
and that it was not just or right that the application 
for a special licence should be made by the apprentice. 
It was decided to write to the Registrar, Pharmacy 
Board, and the Secretary, Pharmaceutical Society, and 
ask what action is being taken in the matter, and attach 
a copy of the letter from the Department of Labour 
and Industry. 


Telephone from Pharmacy to Doctor’s Surgery.—Ad- 
vice had been received that a direct telephone line had 
been installed between a country pharmacy and a local 
doctor’s surgery. It was agreed to write a letter to 
the Secretary of the B.M.A. concerning the matter. 


P.A.T.A. Annual Elections.—A letter from the Secre- 
tary of P.A.T.A. was read advising that the term of 
office of Mr. E. Lloyd Miller as a Councillor would ex- 
pire on December 31. The members expressed appre- 
ciation of the services that Mr. Miller had rendered 
on behalf of the Guild during his period of office, and 
were desirous of renominating him, but Mr. Miller de- 
clined on account of pressure of business. It was re- 
solved to nominate Mr. A. G. Lean in his stead.

CHEMIST CAUTIONED 


At the November meeting of the Pharmaceutical 
Council a chemist was cautioned for conducting a phar- 
macy at the Showground during the period of the Royal 
Show without having a registered pharmacist constantly 
on the premises and for failing to notify the Council. 


In defence, the chemist explained that he did not 
regard the premises as a pharmacy, as no prescriptions 
were handled. 

The Council drew attention to Section 45 of the Act, 
which prohibits the use of any word on any premises 
which can be construed to mean that the business of a 
tasers chemist is carried on therein, unless such 

usiness is conducted by and under the personal super- 
vision of a pharmaceutical chemist. Whether prescrip- 
tions are dispensed or not, or indeed whether any cus- 
tomers are served, is immaterial, as was shown by a 
decision given in the Supreme Court of New South 
Wales recently.
